THREAT SEEN IN ARTICLE 





Newspaper Hints in Semiofficial Man- 
ner if Rates Are Reduced, Leg- 
islation Will Be Off 





Columbus, O., Jan. 7—A covert threat 
against the fire insurance interests of 
Ohio is contained in a newspaper an- 
nouncement at Columbus that “if insur- 
ance rates in Ohio are reduced by the 
rating bureaus there will be no insur- 
vn e legislation this winter, in line with 

‘e report made by the Mooney inves- 
tuszating committee, but if rates are not 
reduced, the report will be acted on at 
once.” “This was the intimation,” the 
announcement continued, “from offi- 
cials of the state administration.” 

Comes Out at Psychological Moment 

It could not be learned whence the 
intimation proceeded. It certainly was 
promulgated at a psychological mo- 
ment, so far as those who desire to 
hamper rather than to help the cause 
of sound and stable insurance is con- 
cerned. It followed closely on the gen- 
eral but private dissemination of infor- 
mation that Governor Cox, in his call 
convening the general assembly in ex- 
traordinary session would not mention 
insurance as one of the subjects to be 
considered, in which event, under the 
new constitution, the legislature could 
not take up the report. 

Says Rates Will Be Reduced 

The article in question said that the 
Mooney committee was “given practi- 
cal assurance that rates would be re- 
duced,” and the governor “would wait 
to see if this was done, thinking if 
relief was given policyholders the gen- 
eral revision of rates could be delayed 
for a year.” Further, it was said that 
the governor has not yet accepted the 
resignation of Insurance Superintend- 
ent Moore, and “it is generally 
thought he will not be released from 
his official duties so lon as there is 
any possibility that his aid may be 
needed in presenting insurance bills to 
the legislature.” 

Capitalizing the Unrest 

The publication of a statement like 
this at this time is an adroit move on 
the part of someone anxious to capi- 
talize an unrest in the insurance situa- 
tion that was in a fair way of beng al- 
layed. The Mooney report cannot be 
called drastc; in the main its recom- 
mendations are fairly moderate. The 
committee at least was convinced that 
the insurance interests of the state are

BOARD’S MEETING 





Expense Reduction Program Adopted

The Chicago Board will hold its an- 
nual meeting Thursday of this week, 
Within the last few days a general 
understanding has been reached among 


the members, providing for the re- 
election of the old officers. M. J. 
Naghten, who has been president for 
the last two years, naturally would re- 
tire from office this year, but owing to 
the adoption of the expense reduction 
program decided upon by the company 
organizations many of the agents feel 
that it would be unwise to make any 
change in the presidency at this im- 
portant time. 
Buswell Was in Line 

H. G. Buswell, local manager of the 
Home, is vice-president of the Chicago 
Board, and it was the understanding 
that he would succeed Mr. Naghten 
this year. Mr. Naghten and Mr. Bus- 
well are in no way antagonistic to each 
other, having labored together in a 
harmonious way during the last two 
years in which they have been officially 
connected with the Board. Although 
Mr. Buswell is a company manager, he 
has always shown a very fair and im- 
partial spirit in his attitude. Mr. Nagh- 
ten has made a most excellent presi- 
cent, has kept in close ‘touch with local 
board affairs and has the confidence of 
the members. George S. Haskell, the 
present treasurer, will also be reelected. 

Expense Reduction Program 

The local agents adopted the expense 
reduction program of the companies 
last week and intend to give it a fair 
trial. Class 2 agents in the city limits 
are to receive 10, 15 and 25 percent 
commission, and class 2 men outside of 
the city are to receive 15, 20 and 25 per- 
cent. The local agents understand that 
the joint large cities committee will 
endeavor to have the Western Union 
and Western Insurance Bureau both to

MANY ARSON CASES IN OHIO 





Bulletin of Ohio Fire Marshal Defen- 
baugh Gives Records of Activi- 
ties in Hunting Firebugs 





The December bulletin of the Ohio 
fire marshal’s department, issued by 
Fire Marshal E. R. Defenbaugh, shows 
a large number of arrests and prosecu- 
tion during the month. The activities 
recorded are as follows: 


William Johnson, of Youngstown, was 
arrested Dec. 22, charged with malicious 
destruction of property. In a pre-Christ- 
mas celebration of four colored families, 
which turned into a fight, Johnson threw 
a lamp at his wife. The lamp exploded 
and set fire to the house. Johnson, when 
arraigned in police court, pleaded guilty 
and was bound over to the grand jury. 

Coleman Cenroy, of Bellaire, was ar- 
rested Dee. 19 on a charge of arson trow- 
ing out of a fire in a house occupied by 
Mary G. Maloney and her husband, to 
whom he was related. Threats made by 
Conroy and other circumstances pointed 
to Conroy as the incendiary. He waived 
examination and was bound over to the 
grand jury. 

Burned to Prejudice Insurer 


James M. Williams of Coshocton county 
was arrested Dec. 18 charged with burn- 
ing his property to prejudice the insurer. 
He pleaded guilty and was bound over to 
the grand jury, having previously made a 
full confession to a representative of the 
fire marshal’s department. 

Fred Meyer of Cincinnati was arrested 
Dec. 22 in connection with the fire in the 
Salvation Army hotel Dec. 16, in which 
five men lost their lives. He was bound 
over to the grand jury. 

Mrs. Mary Lombard of Madison county 
was arrested Dec. 2 on a charge of burn- 
ing her property to prejudice an insurer. 
The fire occurred over five years ago, but 
only recently has any tangible evidence 
developed. She was bound over to the 
grand jury. 

Mrs. Ward Chaney of Licking county 
was adjudged insane and committed to 
the Columbus State seagaeet, She had set 
fire to some haystac belonging to 
Charles Chaney. 

Wanted to Rent the House 

Harvey McCumber of Hocking county 
was arrested Dec. He had asked to 
rent a three-room cottage belonging to 
W. G. Stout. It had been rented to cer- 
tain parties, who gave it up, and then 
was rented to still another party. Within 
an hour after McCumber learned of the 
second renting the house was in flames, 
He was bound over to the grand jury. 

Robert Kemmler of Cleveland was ar- 
rested on a charge of burning property 
belonging to Ernest Durrech. He was 
bound over to the grand jury and later 
indicted. 

Paroled by Juvenile Court 

Emma Krueger of Dayton confessed to 
setting seven fires in the home of her 
aunt, Mrs. Emma Hauptstick, on Dec. 9. 
She confessed and was paroled by the 
juvenile court in the custody of her father 
and placed under the care of a physician 
for observation and treatment. 

Rose Knox of Marietta was arrested 
charged with setting fire to a building 
owned by Julia Cadwallader and occupied 
by a Mrs. Mergraze. Her motive is sup- 
posed to have been revenge. 

John James of Zanesville was arrested 
Dec. 30 on a charge of setting fire to his 
restaurant to obtain the insurance. There 
were two fires in the restaurant within a 
few days. He confessed and was held to 
the grand jury. 





Meet Every Two Weeks 

The joint conference committee of 
the Western Union and Western Insur- 
ance Bureau is now meeting regularly 
every other Thursday and will hold its 
first 1914 meeting today. The com- 
mittee is overloaded with work and 
there seems to be no hope of it catch- 
ing up unless meetings are held oftener. 
The question of weekly meetings will 
probably be considered soon.

The Buckeye National Fire will soon 
join the list of Ohio stock fire compa- 
nies. It has nearly 1,100 stockholders 
located in Toledo and about 80 sur- 
rounding towns. Its policy for the 
present will be to write business in 
Ohio only.

Advises Members How Many Class 1

Having secured data on the number 
of class 1 agencies each company main- 
tains in the city the Chicago Board is 
addressing all members with informa- 
tion which might affect them. If an 
office has an agency of a company that 
maintains an underwriters’ annex and 
has three agents for that as well as the 
parent company the letter states thas 
such company has six agencies while 
the rules of the board limit the num- 
ber to three. No exceptions are made 
with any underwriters. All apparently 
look the same to the board whether 
they are backed by two or more com- 
panies, have separate home office and 
field forces or were launched to care 
for the business of reinsured compan- 
ies. While the letter suggests the 
agents be “governed accordingly,” it 
is a question just how far the matter 
will be pressed. 





Arraign Mutual Promoter 

New York, Jan. 7—(Special)—Admit- 
ting that he was the man wanted by 
the Delaware authorities for operating 
fake insurance companies in Delaware, 
Ronald F. Brennan was arraigned be- 
fore United States Commissioner 
Cochrane Tuesday morning and held in 
$5,000 bail on a charge of using the 
mails to defraud. He had been sought 
for by the federal secret service men 
ever since he left Dover, from where 
he sent circulars all over the country 
soliciting for the American, Home Fire 
and Mercantile Fire & Marine, all of 
Dover.

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Eighty-Six Underwriters’ Agencies 








T HERE are eighty-six underwriters’ 
agencies either operating in the 
United States or operated by United 
States companies. 

Fourteen of these have either sepa- 
rate field and home office or separate 
field or separate home office staffs. 

Nineteen underwriters policies are 
guaranteed by two or more companies. 

Five are found in both the above 
‘ categories—that is, have both separate 
management and are also guaranteed 
by more than one company. 

Thirteen companies guarantee either 
singly or partly two different under- 
writers policies. Five companies guar- 
antee either singly or partly three 
different underwriters policies. 

The operations of some of these 
companies are very limited. One has 
no local agents and confines itself to 
brokerage business. Others confine 
themselves to very small fields. Still 
others are used by the parent com- 
panies only under unusual circum- 
stances.

With Chicago Brokers 











The annual meeting of the Insurance 
Brokerage Association, which is sched- 
uled for Jan. 10, has been postponed 
and will not be held until some time in 
February. The brokers have been very 
busy during the closing weeks of the 
year and the first of the year sees the 
new expense reduction program put 
into effect in Chicago, which will mean 
more or less readjustment as to ac- 


-|counts and methods. 


The brokers will be busy for some 
time taking up different features of the 
new program with their offices. Noth- 
ing has been done so far as to prepara- 
tions for the annual meeting, but many 
are hoping that the same successful 
event can be pulled off this year as 
characterized last year’s function. 

President T. J. Byrne is out of the 
city on a little vacation, and nothing 
will be done toward preparing for the 
annual meeting until he returns. It is 
not known whether Mr. Byrne will 
care to assume the burdens of office for 
another year. If he will accept it, the 
association will doubtless be glad to re- 
elect him, as he has made a most cap- 
able official. Vice-President H. G. 
Kornblith of the association is the sec- 
ond in command and has ae ty 
his ability along many lines. If M 
Byrne will not accept the office it wili 
doubtless go to Mr. Kornblith. 

The brokers’\ association took no 
action on the expense reduction reso- 
lutions, feeling that it was an agent’s 
fight and that the brokers could accom- 
plish but little in any attempt to ‘get 
a higher scale of commissions. The 
brokerage rules of the Board have not 
been followed to any extent in recent 
years, and if they are lived up to now 
it will mean quite a decrease in com- 
missions for most of the brokers. The 
brokers will continue their fight for a 
higher standard of qualification for 
their class in the local Board, and hope 
that in time they will gain their point. 





Goods on Consignment 

The Rockport, Ind., Milling Com- 
pany has sued the Owensboro, Ky., 
Seed & Feed Company to recover $1,- 
240, alleged to be the value of flour 
shipped by the milling concern to the 
dealers, and destroyed in a fire which 
burned their store. The Hanover Fire 
and the Milwaukee Mechanics are 
named as codefendants, as they had 
policies on the stock of goods in the 
buildings. The flour was shipped to be 


sold on consignment, the title thus re- 
maining in the name of the milling 
company. There was no specific lan- 





guage in the form to show that goods 
on consignment were also to be in- 
sured; and the effort of the milling 
company to prove that policies cover- 
ing the entire contents of the store 
necessarily covered their consignment 
of flour, raises an interesting question. 








Charged with Insurance Fraud

REQUEST FOR RULINGS 

In connection with requests upon 
state officials for ruling and promotion 
of legislation, the conference commit- 
tee, in cooperation with the executive 
committee of the Western Insurance 
Bureau advises as follows: 


"The committee appointed to consider 
the embarrassment to companies on ac- 
count of rulings made by insurance of- 
ficials, upon the request of special agents 
or local agents, beg to present the follow- 
ing report: 

“That in their judgment much injury 
is done by inquiries that call forth rulings 
from insurance commissioners that other- 
wise would not be made. 

That while it is recognized that it is ad- 
visable for field men or local agents to 
continue their pleasant social intercourse 
with state officials who may hold office 
any inquiry other than that connecte 
with the actual work of his company 
shall not be made until after conference 
with the governing committee. 

“Your committee also recommend that 
no individual member of the Union, either 
directly or through his special agents or 
others, should prepare, or take part in 
the preparation of, or initiate or promote 
legislation having general interest to all 
members without the knowledge and ap- 
proval of the governing committee.”

$124,500 of insurance. 

This loss comes closely on the heels 
of the North Clark street broom fac- 
tory fire of November. There the 
watchman turned off the equipment 
after it had apparently extinguished a 
small blaze and when the fire started 
up again the watchman found it impos- 
sible to get to the valve.

In May, 1911, 
this warehouse was destroyed by fire 
with a loss of about $12,000. The 
assured made claim.

FIRE OR WINDSTORM POLICY? 





Thrasher Hall Answers Inquiry Re- 
garding Demolition of Building and 
Burning of Debris 





An Iowa local agent recently pro- 
pounded to one of his companies the 
seldom answered inquiry regarding the 
gap that apparently exists between the 

re and.tornado policies—the evident 
lack of coverage on the remainder of a 
building partially demolished by wind 
and then burned. The agent cited the 
case of an “L” being blown off a build- 
ing and fire starting from an overturned 
stove in this portion and communicat- 
ing to and destroying the main portion. 

Clauses in Policies 


He called attention to the following 
in the Iowa standard fire policy which 
reads as follows: 

“If a building or any part thereof 
fall, except as the result of fire, all in- 
surance by this policy on such build- 
ing, or its contents, shall immediately 
cease.” 

He further cites the following in the 
standard windstorm policy: 

“In case of fire occurring subsequent 
to any loss or damage by tornado, 
cyclone or windstorm, this company 
shall be liable under this policy only 
for such loss or damage as occurred 
previous to said loss or damage by fire 
and for no loss by fire whatever.” 

Courts See No Gap 

The company turned the inquiry over 
to Thrasher Hall, the Chicago adjuster. 
His reply, based on decisions and past 
adjustments, is to the effect that this 
gap is not recognized by courts. In 
accordance with his theory, if the in- 
sured building were worth $8,000 and 
there was $6,500 of fire insurance and 
$4,000 of tornado insurance the insured 
would probably collect $8,000 and the 
fire company and tornado company 
would have to divide the loss between 
them as amicably as possible. 
insurance were but $5,000 of fire and 
$2,500 of tornado the assured would be 
able, with the aid of witnesses and the 
courts, to collect $7,500 or total losses 
under each policy. Mr. Hall submits a 
clause which might obviate such a con- 
dition, presenting it on the assumption 
that a company does not wish to assume 
the liability. His reply in full follows: 

Hall’s Reply in Full 

The word “direct” in the tornado pol- 
icy means merely “immediate” or “proxi- 
mate” as distinguished from remote.

When the efficient cause nearest the 
loss is a peril insured against, the in- 
surer is not relieved by showing that the 
property is brought within the peril by a 
cause not mentioned in the policy, such, 
for instance, that the merchandise on a 
boat which collided with another boat, 
thereby causing a fire, it was held that if 
the damage could have been avoided but 
for the intervention of fire, the fire was 
the immediate cause and the insurer was 
liable, and it is not necessary that the 
goods themselves should be consumed or 
injured by fire. (New York & Boston Ex- 
press Co. v. Traders Ins. Co., 132 N. Y. 
298). So where a building was slightly 
injured by a cyclone and moved from its 
foundation and then caught fire and was 
burned either from a stove in the build- 
ing or from a stroke of lightning, it was 
held that fire was the proximate cause of 
the loss. (Farrell v. Farmers M. F. Ins. 
Co., 66 Mo. App. 153.) 

Mo Relief for Company 


Where the efficient cause nearest the 
loss is not a peril insured against, the 
insurer is not relieved when such peril is 
produced by one of the risks assumed. 
(Scripture v. Lowell, 10 Cush. (Mass.) 
856, 3 Bennett 429; Furbush v. Consoli- 
dated, etc., Ins. Co. (Ia. S. C.), 118 N. W. 
$71; Brown v. St. Nicholas Ins. Co., 61 N. 
Y. 332.) So where horses were insured 
against loss by lightning in three counties 
and were placed in a barn overnight by 
the (insured) owner, and the barn was 
struck by lightning and was burned, it 
was held their destruction through the 
fire was a loss by lightning and within 
the policy (Hapeman v. Citizens Ins. Co., 
4 — 191, 85 N. W. 454, 30 Ins. L. J. 


Directly Attributable Loss 
If no conditions to the contrary are im- 
posed, the insurer under a fire insurance 
policy is liable for goods lost or stolen, 
or for any ather loss directly attributable

Right to Exempt Coverage 

An insurance company has the right to 
exempt itself from any loss that may 
originate on insured’s premises (Sohier 
v. Norwich Ins. Co., 93 Mass. 336), so that 
if it exempts itself from any loss caused 
by an explosion of steam boiler it follows 
that it is not liable for fire loss caused 
by explosion of steam boiler in insured’s 
premises (St. John v. Mich. F. & M. Ins. 
Co., 11 N. Y. 516) and, therefore, if it 
exempts itself from loss by explosion of 
any kind, a fire loss caused by explosion 
is not one for which it is liable. (Hay- 
ward v. Liverpool & L. F. & L. Ins. Co., 
7 Bos. 385, aff'd 2 Abb. N. Y. C. A. 349, 
3 Keyes 456.) 


Pallen Building Clause 


The clause in a fire policy contemplates 
a fall caused by inherent defects of the 
building, by overloading, or by withdraw- 
ing the necessary support as by digging 
away the underlying or adjacent soil. It 
might perhaps include the case of a build- 
ing thrown down by storm, flood or earth- 
quake (Dows v. Faneuil Hall Ins. Co., 127 
Mass. 346, 34 Am. Rep. 384; Leonard v. 
Orient Ins. Co., 48 C. C. A. 369, 109 Fed. 
286, 30 Ins. L. J. 981; Davis v. Ins. Co. of 
N. A., 115 Mich. 382, 27 Ins. L. J. 184). 
But a well constructed frame building is 
not fallen when it has merely been blown 
over on its side, remaining intact, and 
retaining its identity as the same build- 
ing (Teutonia Ins. Co. v. Bonner, 81 Ill. 
App. 231). The meaning of the clause is 
that the insurer is relieved from liability 
by either the fall of the building as a 
structure, or of such a substantial and 
important part thereof as impairs its use- 
fulness as such and leaves the remaining 
part subject to an increased risk of fire 
(Nelson v. Traders Ins. Co., 181 N. Y. 
472, 74 N. E, 421, 34 Ins. L. J. 933). Ifa 
portion of the building falls, leaving 
three-fourths of it standing, and after- 
wards it burns, the insurer is not relieved 
from liability. (Breuner v. L. . & G. 
Ins. Co., 61 Cal. 101, 6 Ins. L. J. 475; Lon- 
don & L. Ins. Co. v. Crunk, 91 Tenn. 376, 
22 S. W. 140.) 

Both Policies Cover 

Applying the same reasoning and prin- 
ciples of law to a tornado policy will 
cover not only the total destruction of a 
building by the tornado itself, but all 


losses which can be directly attributable 
to the tornado, such, for instance, as thé 
partial destruction of the building by 
wind, which overturns a lighted lamp or 
ignites a box of matches and causes the 
balance of the building to be destroyed by 
fire; you have also seen that a fire policy 
will cover that part of the loss caused 
by fire provided the building has not lost 
its identity as such before the fire com- 
mences, and the conflicting interests of 
the company having the tornado policy 
and of the company having the fire policy 
is unavoidable, unless the fire 7 hasa 
em: 


What Witnesses Will Say 
I doubt very much if even the exemp- 
tion clause in the Iowa standard policy 
will relieve the insurer from liability for 
a loss, part of which is tornado and part 
of which is fire, all of which is caused 
by a tornado, for the reason that the fire 
is not subsequent but is caused and 
started and the burning is done during 
the tornado; it is not subsequent thereto, 
and a careful study of the evidence in 
all these cases will, I am sure, convince 
any one that the fire followed so close on 
the heels of the tornado that witnesses 
are always found to testify that the build- 
ing was reduced to a mass of rubbish, and 
others that it was only slightly damaged, 
but that its identity was not in any man 
ner impaired. - ; 
Testimony Versus Facts 
As a matter of fact (if the facts could 
be truly gotten at), when the fire starts 
the building is a mass of rubbish, but 
1 these matters are a question of fact 
for a jury to determine, and one’s neigh 
bors are nearly always friendly and sym- 
pathetic, and their imaginations grow 
very vivid as to what they saw when con- 
stantly reminded by assured and his law- 
yers by suggestions as to what did occur. 
Companies Usually Lose 
In almost every one, if not all of the 
cases that have been tried, and the hun- 
dreds of others that have been settled 
out of court, there was no liability if the 
actual facts could have been developed. 
There was no subsequent burning of a 
building, but there was a burning of a 
mass of rubbish which had once com- 
posed a building. The companies invaria- 
bly lose those cases where liability is ex- 
empted for fall of building, and I see but 
one way to avoid liability for loss by fire 
following a tornado, and that is to use 





the clause already suggested herein, and 
that clause might be declared void in 





Iowa, as being in conflict with the stand- 
ard form policy of that state.

Flood Conditions of Last Spring Cause 
Ohio’s Total to Run Up 
About $1,500,000 





Ohio will not make as good a show- 
ing in fire losses for 1913 as it did in 
“1912. Reports for December are not 
more than half in so far as number is 
concerned, and the state fire marshal’s 
office is cognizant of about $1,250,000 
of losses for that, month which are not 
yet listed. Up to Dec. 31 it had re- 
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ports of 4,936 fires, with aggregate 
losses of $8,017,626, to which should be 
added this million and a quarter, bring- 
ing the total to nearly $9,300,000, com- 
pared with $8,060,412, caused by 5,991 
fires in 1912. 

On analysis, however, the showing is 
not so bad as it looks, as at least $1,- 
500,000 of this amount is chargeable to 
the flood conditions of last March and 
April. There is a material reduction in 
the number of fires, and with the flood 
fire losses subtracted, the total from or- 
dinary causes, it is believed, will show

A case in point has recently 
been brought to light in connection 
with the risk of the Root Dry Goods 
Company, 517-521 Wabash avenue; 
Terre Haute, Ind., a sprinklered propo- 
sition. On Dec. 24 a small fire oc- 
curred, caused by the upsetting of a 
gasoline can and entailing a loss of $25 
on stock which is insyred for $326,000. 
Agents very promptly came forward 
with a request that proofs of loss be 
waived in order to avoid trouble to as- 
sured. The companies are averse to 
granting the request and are discourag- 
ing the growing increase in the num- 
ber of these requests which generally 
emanate from the local agents in order 
to curry favor with large insurers. 





HOME STATES ITS POSITION 





Gives Reasons for Securing Licenses 
in Michigan for Johnson & Hig- 
gins and Others 





The attitude of the Home of New 
York in regard to securing ‘Michigan 
licenses for Johnson & Higgins and 
other brokers, and also for some of 
its own agents from other states, has 
been expressed in a letter of Vice- 
President C. A. Ludlum, under date of 
Dec. 31, 1913, to President C. A. Ham- 
mond, of the Hammond Insurance 
Agency, Ludington, Mich. The let- 
ter is as follows: 


Dear Sir, We are in receipt of your 
note of the 27th inst., referring to state- 
ment recently made that Johnson & Hig- 
gins hold license for this company for 
Michigan, and asking to be advised 
whether the report is true. In reply, we 
would say that it is true, not only with re- 
spect to the brokerage firm mentioned, but 
some fifty others, including some local 
agents of this company, in other states, 
controling and placing risks located in 
Michigan, with respect to which they are, 
of course, in the position of brokers. 

These licenses are obtained in order that 
this company and its agents in Michigan 
may not be in violation of the law of that 
state and the ruling of its insurance de- 
partment, by doing business with unli- 
censed brokers. It was ruled that the ac- 
ceptance of business by a company 
through a broker not licensed in behalf 
of that company, on which the usual brok- 
erage commission was allowed, would 
constitute a rebate. It was accordingly 
for the protection of this com- 
pany and its Michigan agents that we se- 
cure from the insurance department of 
that state, licenses for such brokers as 
place risks located in Michigan, with us, 
including such business accepted here and 
sent to our agents to write, or accepted 
from the brokers by our agents, for ac- 
count of this company. 

It is doubtless unnecessary to advise 
you that we do not write any risks in 
Michigan except through our regularly ap- 
pointed local, resident agents in that 
State, and the plain implication to the 
contrary contained in a recent issue of 
the “American Agency Bulletin” was 
false, and probably known to be so, when 
published. If not, the facts in the case, 
above stated, could very readily have been 
ascertained on inquiry, which the most 
elementary considerations, either of good 
journalism or good faith, would have sug-

OBJECT TO THE FORM 

A very objectionable household furni- 
ture form has made its appearance. at 
Fremont, Mich.

property, this company shall be liable 
only pro rata with such other insurance 
in payment of any loss, whether such 
other insurance shall cover such articles 
in such locations or not.”

The armory at Ashland avenue and Thir- 
teenth street was burned two weeks ago 
with a loss of $75,000 and insurance of 
$15,000.

The fire marshals depart- 
ment, it is said, has knowledge of the par- 
ties responsible, but there is no Indiana 
statute against attempted arson. 


TOOK UP IMPORTANT MATTERS 


Union Men Have Monthly Meeting at 
Detroit—Report Brokers’ 
Change of Heart 


The Michigan Underwriters’ Asso- 
ciation took up several important mat- 
ters at its monthly meeting at Detroit 
Monday afternoon, and settled most of 
them. The attendance was the largest 
in the history of the Union club. 

It was decided to make it compulsory 
for every special agent to make a re- 
port to the executive committee of the 
name of every local agent who was de- 
linquent on Dec. 31 for balances be- 
yond the forty-five days prescribed by 
the rule. Exchange of statistics dis- 
closed that conditions as to balances 
were much improved during 1913. 

The bad form on the chattels of the 
Lake Independent Lumber Company, 
which was discussed at the last meeting, 
was taken up/again, and referred to the 
committee of that congressional district, 
with instructions to negotiate a form that 
would cover only half the earth instead of 
all of it, as is the custom under the 
broker’s policy. 

Another case of bad forms which has 
developed recently is that agents in sev- 
eral cities have been using a clause per- 
mitting the insured to have 5 percent of 
dwelling furniture in some other location 
—in repair shops, storage or some other 
place. The special agents voted that this 
clause must be eliminated. 

At the Monday luncheon, held previous 
to the association meeting, C. H. Luce, 
delegated some time ago to inquire into 
the brokerage conditions, reported that 
Johnson & Higgins and others had sus- 
tained a radical change in their attitude, 
having realized that without the coopera- 
tion of the companies they could not get 
away with the stuff they were trying to 
put over, and were now disposed to write 
all business at full rates, through the 
local agents and give the local agents a 
satisfactory chunk of the commission. 

his statement was received with ela- 
tion, as indicating that a much talked of 
evil was about to be done away with. It 
was the sense of the club, however, that 
this was not sufficient, and that all busi- 
ness should be written by the local agents 
direct, and the brokers eliminated alto- 
gether. 

The committee, composed of George K. 
March, of the New Hampshire, W. F. 
Hawxhurst, of the Commercial Union, and 
W. 8S. Abbott, of the North British & Mer- 
cantile, presented resolutions on the death 
of the late Frank A. Vernor.

ADJUSTERS MUST NOW REPORT 
Wisconsin Department Sends Out 


Blanks for Information Required 
Under New Law 











The Wisconsin department is fur- 
nishing to all fire companies doing busi- 
ness in that state blanks for reports by 
adjusters of all losses adjusted. They 
are also being furnished to adjusters’ 
bureaus and independent adjusters act- 
ing for the companies or for the in- 
sured. It is expected that the compa- 
nies will send the blanks to agents with 
their directions as they may be needed 
for the adjustment of losses. The de- 
partment will furnish the blanks as 
needed. The new law requires all ad- 
justments of losses to be so reported, 
beginning January 1, 1914. On the same 
date all adjusters are required to be 
licensed. Exception, however, is made 
for licensed fire agents, who are with- 
out further license treated as licensed 
adjusters. The law relating to reports 
of adjustments applies to all compa- 
nies, including the local mutual compa- 
nies; and all losses included in the 
standard fire policy, both fire and 
lightning, must be reported. 


MAKING A SURVEY: OF STATE 





Illinois Field Men of Union Companies 
Are Presenting Important Infor- 
mation to Their Offices 





The Illinois State Board members 
have been busily engaged in schedul- 


ing with their companies concrete 
cases of infractions which it seems 
impossible to get corrected. Towns 


are cited as are agencies which need 
attention. Many of these cases are 
chronic. Several agencies for years 
have been offenders and their com- 
panies evidently allow unfair condi- 
tions to continue. Many risks are pre- 
sented to show how they have been 
shaken to pieces in competition. 

This survey of the state has im- 
pressed companies of the need of some 
action and will be discussed in the 
conference committee of the two com- 
pany organizations.

British Fire Insurance in America 
[Manchester Guardian] 
Figures recently published show that 
fire insurance in the United States and 


-Canada proved profitable to British 


companies during 1912. There are 17 
British companies transacting fire in- 
surance in the United States, and the 
premiums received amounted to $56,- 
634,390. The losses paid are given at 
$29,484,500, which is equivalent to 52 
percent of the premiums, and as there 
is no reason to suppose that working 
expenses are very much higher than in 
this country (England) it would seem 
that a good margin of profit has been 
realized. The experience of British 
companies transacting fire insurance in 
Canada has also been favorable. The 
premiums received by 21 companies 
amounted to $12,092,125 and losses are 
stated at $6,319,064, which is equivalent 
to 52.3 percent of the premiums. 
Working expenses are stated at $3,764,- 
911, or 31.1 percent of the premiums, 
and the margin of profit on the year’s 
underwriting would thus appear to be 
equal to 16.6 percent of the premiums.

General Inspection Company Tells

The General Inspection Company has 
issued its annual report for the year 
showing that 83 towns in Minnesota 
were rated last year, 65 in North 
Dakota, 42 in South Dakota, making 
803 rated towns in Minnesota, 476 
in North Dakota, and 367 in South 
Dakota.

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ADOPT A NEW CONSTITUTION 


Kansas City Agents Raise Deposit to 
$500—Partnership Is Care- 
fully Defined 


Under the constitution and by-laws 
adopted last week by the Kansas City, 
Mo., Fire Insurance Agents Associa- | 
tion, new members will be obliged to 
deposit $500, instead of $100, as under 
the old constitution. This is in line 
with the effort to make the member- 
ships valuable, as in boards of trade, 
etc., but the membership is unlimited. 
Old memberships continue upon the 
transfer of the $100 deposit held under 
the former constitution. New partners 
may be added upon the payment of a | 
fee of $50, and a membership may be | 
transferred upon payment of a $25 fee. | 
The deposits are to be refunded upon 
the death or retirement from business 
of a member. 


No mention is made of rates, but rebat- 
ing and agreements to rebate are prohi- 
bited. No member may write business for 
any solicitor not employed exclusively by 
his office, nor for any broker who has not 
complied with the state and city license 
laws. No business may be placed with 
nonmembers, except on lines that cannot 
be covered within the association and then 
notice must be given the association, and 
no compensation may be received on busi- 
ness placed with outsiders. 

If a member loses all his companies, ex- 
cept for non payment of balances, his 
membership continues for three months, 
and this time may be extended for an- 
other three months. During that time he 
may select three members to take care | 
of his business, and the business so placed 
shall belong to him and shall not be so- 
licited by the agents with whom it is 
placed, provided he secures another com- 
pany. 

Commissions to members, brokers and 
solicitors are limited to 10 percent, and 
brokerage commissions may be paid to 
real estate men only on buildings and not 
on contents. A member who has lost his 
a may, however, receive 15 per- 
cent. 

A partner, for the purpose of member- 
ship, is defined as one who participates 
in all the profits of the fire insurance busi- 
ness of his firm and who is liable for 
all the debts and losses in connection 
therewith. 


Change to Excelsior Springs 

The Missouri Insurance Federation, 
the Missouri Association of Local Fire 
Insurance Agents and the Missouri As- 
sociation of Casualty & Surety Agents 
will hold their big meeting Jan. 15-16 
at Excelsior Springs, Mo., instead of at 
Kansas City.

Two important fire prevention meet- 
ings will be held at Springfield, Mo., 
Jan. 16-17.

Feel Blue In Kansas 
Preliminary estimates in Kansas in- 
dicate that very few companies made | 
any money in the state last year. It 
is the same old story in practically the 


same old way. The figures, when they 
are compiled, are expected to show 
that once more Kansas has been the 
dumping ground for profits from busi- 
ness done in other states. Some of 
the field men are exceedingly blue over 
the outlook. A few of them are crow- 
ing lustily over having broken even 
or maybe a little better. While it is 
possible that there has been a slight 
decrease in fire losses for the year, 
as may be indicated by the report of 
the state fire marshal, the decrease 


| will make very little difference in the 


statement of the companies in Kansas. 
If anything the losses last year will 
probably run even closer to the pre- 
mium income than for 1912. 


WRITING LINE FOR ONE YEAR 

Failing in its efforts to secure policies 
for three years, the Anheuser-Busch Brew- 
ing Association of St. Louis is placing its 
$6,000,000 line at 40 cents for one year. 
The 40 cent rate was made by the Mis- 
souri Inspection Bureau on condition that 
certain improvements be made in the risk 
and in the watchman service. The rate 
has been 45 cents.

KENTUCKY AND THE SOUTH 


WILL READJUST COMMISSIONS 








C. R. Street Is Expected to Be in 
Louisville Soon to Shape up 
Expense Reduction 


C. R. Street of the Fidelity-Phenix, 
chairman of the Louisville subcommit- 
tee which is in charge of the commis- 
sion situation, is expected to be in 
Louisville later this week for the pur- 
pose of completing arrangements for 
putting the commission system on a 
new basis. H. V. Davis is chairman of 
the committee of Louisville agents. 

The basis for commissions will be 20, 
25 and 30 percent. It is planned, how- 
ever, to include a contingent commis- 
sion arrangement, a 5 percent contin- 
gent to be paid after deducting only 
commissions and losses, home office ex- 
penses and other charges not to be 
considered. 

If this arrangement is made, the 
companies will alter the commission 
schedule by paying 20 percent on mer- 
cantile stocks and buildings in the con- 
gested district, this involving a loss of 
only 5 percent on mercantile buildings 
in the congested district, and leaving 
the commissions on this class at the 
higher rate outside this district. The 
plan has been discussed, and seems to 
be generally favored, and doubtless 
will be provided for in the agreement. 

It has also been decided, tentatively, 
at least, to maintain commissions on 
whisky at 25 percent. Treating whisky 
as a special hazard or as a mercantile 
stock, a 20 percent commission would 
be paid, but in order to take care of the 
brokerage which is frequently involved 
in writing this business, the larger 
amount will be authorized. 


Expect Radical Amendment 


Indications point to a radical amend- 
ment of the Kentucky state rating law 
at the session of the legislature which 
began this week. It has been suggested 
that the insurance board will make no 
effort to come to an agreement with 
the companies as to dwelling rates and 
those covering tobacco warehouses un- 
til after the legislature adjourns in 
March. It is pointed out that its posi- 
tion, from a strategic standpoint, is 
stronger with matters in statu quo than 
with a definite settlement recorded. 

The local agents are counting on a 
resident agents bill, but this is in the 
hands of the rating board, which has 
promised such a bill, and the agents 
themselves will take no action. 


COINSURANCE ON LIVE STOCK 

In Tennessee there is considerable dis- 
cussion of the need for coinsurance on 
live stock, written “on or off the 
premises.” The state is becoming a great 
producer of live stock, and especially of 
mules. The distribution of the animals 
among several barns or at several feeding 
places enables the assured, when coinsur- 
ance is not required, to secure practically 
full protection with a fraction of the in- 
surance that would be required if the ani- 
mals were all in one place, or if a coin- 
~~ aaa clause were attached to the poli- 
cies. 


KENTUCKY POLITICAL RUMORS 


It is rumored that Henry M. Bosworth, 
Kentucky state auditor, who appoints the 
state insurance commissioner, is a candi- 
date for governor of Kentucky, and that 
Ruby Laffoon, chairman of the state in- 
surance board, is a candidate for state 
auditor, and that in case Mr. Laffoon suc- 
ceeds in getting the nomination and in 
being elected auditor, he will appoint Sam 
D. poner, a.well known local agent at 
Madisonville, with whom he was formerly 
associated in the fire insurance business, 
insurance commissioner. 


MARTIN COMMITS SUICIDE 

Erle Martin, president of the Three 
States Fire, formerly the Coal Dealers’ 
Fire, of Louisville, which is now being 
organized, committed suicide Jan. 5. Mr. 
Martin’s act was attributed to despond- 
ency. He had met with financial reverses 
in connection with the coal business, it 
is said. Mr. Martin was 37 years of age. 
. J. Heliker, who successfully organ- 
ized the Great Southern Fire of Louis- 
ville, is in charge of the work of organiza- 





tion of the Three States Fire, and it is 
not believed that the death of Mr. Martin 





will prevent the plans of the company 
from being carried out. 





PIGHT SHY OF SCHOOLHOUSES 

In view of heavy losses on schoolhouses 
and churches, especialiy in the rural 
communities of Kentucky and other 
southern states, one large company, it is 
reported, has decided to discontinue writ- 
ing buildings of this class which are heat- 
ed with hot-air furnaces. 

It is also reported that several of the 
leading companies are reinsuring a con- 
siderable part of the liability which they 
have assumed by writing churches and 
schoolhouses, this being another indica- 
tion of the general desire on the part of 
the companies to limit their lines on 
buildings of this kind. 


SUIT WAS WITHDRAWN 

A settlement has been reached by the 
United American Fire of Frankfort, Ky., 
with Charles E. Dexter and the American 
Finance Company, who recently sued offi- 
cers of the company for alleged libel, and 
the suits have been withdrawn. This as- 
sures the ratification of the deal to merge 
the United American with the Henry Clay 
Fire of Lexington, Ky. The stockholders’ 
meeting of the former company will be 
held Jan. 26,

NEWS OF FIRE E, PREVENTION 


A apolis last Friday, Richard Lie- 
ber, president of the Merchants & 
Manufacturers Insurance Bureau said: 
“We have witnessed the destruction by 
fire of a property that could not do 
anything else but burn and spread 
disaster. This is not the first old 
building that burned and it will not be 
the last. These old buildings were 
not expected to do half in their youth 
what we are loading on to them in 
their old age. We have to make up 
our minds to either remove these lurk- 
ing dangers voluntarily or to have them 
removed forcibly by fire. 

“In the latter event it may easily 
happen as it has happened elsewhere, 
that part of the town or all of it goes 
with it.”

FIRES ARE DUE TO COAL OIL 





Some Interesting Comment Is Made 
mn These Losses by the In- 
diana Fire Marshal 


Coal oil, used in lamps and stoves, 
is responsible for probably 250 Indiana 
fires each year, many of which result in 
serious injury and death. This is the 
conclusion of the state fire marshal, 
following an investigation of the num- 
ber and nature of all fires caused by 
kerosene. 

In the period, May 15 to Oct. 10, ac- 
cording to the fire marshal, there were 
fifty dwefling house fires caused by the 
explosion of oil stoves. Fourteen addi- 
tional fires were caused by carelessness 
with kerosene. 

“Too many times,” said the state fire 
marshal, “haste that is almost criminal 
is used in starting kitchen fires. A lit- 
tle kindling is piled in the stove, on top 
of ashes and coals. If the fire does not 
start at once a can of coal oil is seized 
and some kerosene poured on. A sud- 
den blaze filling the whole room, or a 
serious explosion is usually the result.” 

The coal oil lamp is likewise given 
as the source of many dwelling house 
fires. In July, alone, eleven fires were 
reported from kerosene lamps in this 
state. In many homes where lamps 
are used, according to the fire marshal, 
there are children who are either held 
up to the light or are allowed to play 
near it. A sudden lurch or even a fall 
“may overturn the lamp, pouring the 
blazing oil over the children. The fire 
marshal believes that many children 
are injured from lamps in Indiana each 
year. 

In order that the number of acci- 
dents resulting from over-turned kero- 
sene lamps may be reduced, the fire 
marshal has suggested that all lamps 
used be of metal construction. In this 
case if the lamp falls it cannot break 
and the oil will be kept from spread- 
ing over the floor. A lamp will not be 
so easily overturned, according to the 
fire marshal, if no part of it is bigger 
in circumference than the base. 








Parkman’s Lecture Course 


Harrison Parkman, Kansas fire mar- 
shal, has evolved a new plan to spread 
the gospel of fire prevention. Mr. 
Parkman has issued the first of a se- 
ries of twelve lectures on various 
phases of the question. The lectures 
will be issued each month, and will be 
sent to all organizations interested in 
the general welfare. The first entitled, 
“What Indipiduals and Communities 
May do to Prevent Fires,” already has 
made its appearance. 











UPHOLDS FIRE MA RSHAL 


MICHIGAN CASE IS DECIDED 








Supreme Court Rules on Right to Pro- 
hibit Business That Endangers 
the Public 





The right of the state fire marshal 
to close a moving picture theater. lo- 
cated on the second floor of a building 
at Detroit was upheld by the Michi- 
gan supreme court in a decision ren- 
dered Monday. The Wayne circuit 
court had enjoined the fire marshal 
from cutting off the electric current 
in a second floor “movie,” as he was 
authorized to do by a state law, and the 
injunction was regarded as a severe 
blow to the usefulness of the fire mar- 
shal along fire prevention lines. 

While the case primarily had to do 
with the safety of human life, the de- 
cision undoubtedly affects the general 
right of the state to abolish hazards. 
The case was that of the Jewel Thea- 
ter Company vs. John T. Winship, state 
fire marshal, and in the opinion the 
court says: 


Can Designate Place 

If the business of giving moving picture 
shows was innocuous of itself, and if the 
reasonableness of the particular regula- 
tion with which we are concerned was 
questioned, a different question might be 
presented. The business is innocuous in 
so far as it is true that, if neither an ex- 
plosion or a fire attends it, it is not harm- 
ful to life, limb or property. But the 
general reasonableness of a regulation 
forbidding the giving of such shows on 
other than the first floors of buildings is 
not questioned. And we may take notice 
of the fact, which experience has demon- 
strated, that peculiar hazards attend the 
handling and exposing of the films in giv- 
ing exhibitions; that the hazard to hu- 
man life and limb is increased as the 
means of exit from the places of ex- 
hibition are limited. Regulation, in such 
a case, extends as well to designating the 
‘place where a thing may be done as to 
erated the way in which it may be 
one. 

Demonstrated by Experience 


If the public safety or welfare demands 


.that a particular business shall not be con- 


ducted in a particular place, the legis- 
lative power may be exercised to prevent 
it. Generally, it is by experience only 
that the necessary regulations of business 
are indicated and the legislative power 
is not limited because the thing which 
experience has demonstrated should not 
continue is continuing when the legisla- 
ture speaks. In effect, but notin term, the 
jegislature has declared that moving pic- 
ture exhibition, unless given under the re- 
strictions of the act, are nuisances and it 
has provided that after notice to proprietors 
all electric current may be cut off from 
the rooms and buildings by the state of- 
ficers designated in the act. We are of the 
opinion that the bill of complaint estab- 
lished that complainant conducting an 
exhibition in violation of law. 





Will Make Town Inspections 

The West Virginia fire marshal’s de- 
partment will institute city and town 
inspections early in the present year. 
The local fire departments and city of- 
ficials will be asked to cooperate. Very 
much the same plans as those used by 
various state fire prevention associa- 
tions will be tried out. 





To Keep Record of Fatalities 
One of the plans to be carried out 
soon after the opening of the new year 
by the Indiana state fire marshal, will 
be the careful recording from reports 
made to the state board of health of all 
injuries and death resulting from Indi- 


ana fires. 
In the past the fire marshal has 
had no record of fire fatalities 


other than that kept at the board of 
health office. Inasmuch as this in- 
cluded all injuries and deaths from fire 
under the one head of “burns,” it fur- 
nished little definite material for fire 
study. 

In the new record, the fire marshal 
will know the cause of each injury or 
death, and will be able to tell from it

The second platoon 
system was adopted at an election last 
spring. 

State Fire Marshal Defenbaugh of Ohio 
is going to instruct the farmers along the 
line of fire protection. He will visit the 
various farmers’ institutes and give prac- 
tical hints to the grangers. 


The Columbus (O.) chamber of com- 
merce’s fire prevention committee has 
been making a survey of individual fire 
risks in the citv with a view to eliminat- 
ing unnecessary fire hazards. 


Louisville will open a new fire station 
this year at Thirty-seventh street and 
Broadway, protecting a rapidly develop- 
ing residence section. A steam engine, 
motor hose wagon and chemical engine 
will be stationed there. 


New pumping machinery for the west 
side waterworks station at Bay City, 
Mich., including a pump with five million 
gallons daily capacity, is being installed, 
and will give the west side plant prac- 
tically double its present capacity. 


The fire department of Connersville, 
Ind., has ‘warned the citizens to abandon 
all kinds of metal flues and contractors 
have been asked to advise against the 
construction of fireplaces in old houses 
by extensions of flues through attics. 


A safety primer, in which fire preven- 
tion will be an important feature, is to be 
issued by the Kansas text book commis- 
sion in the near future, if present plans 
are carried out. In addition, the primer 
will contain all of the safety hints as to 
accidents emphasized by railroads. If is- 
sued, its use in the public schools will be 
made compulsory. 

Officers of the Kentucky State Fire Pre- 
vention Association are strongly in favor 
of the enactment into law of a bill pro- 
viding for compulsory instruction on the 
subject of fire prevention in the public 
schools. A conference with Barksdale 
Hamlett, superintendent of public .oy 
tion, will probably be held shortly for th 
purpose of discussing the matter.

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MR. RICHARDS’ PLAN 


Unitep States Manacer E. G. RIcu- 
Arps, of the Nort BritisuH, in his capac- 
ity as vice-president of the NATIONAL 
Boarp, has issued a letter, making certain 
recommendations of value. He suggests 
that a committee be appointed to report at 
the annual meeting on the recommenda- 
tions that he makes. The committee con- 
sists of Mr. RicHarps as chairman; C. H. 
Corrin, GERMAN AMERICAN; J. H. Stop- 
DART, New YorK UNpeRwriters; F. C. 
Buswett, Home; H. A. Smirn, Na- 
TIONAL; C. D. Dwuwntop, PRrovipENCE 
Wasuincton; Geo. W. Bass, NorTHERN. 

Mr. RICHARDS summarizes his recom- 
mendations as follows: 

1. The preparation of a standard form 
of classification of fire hazards for the 
United States. 

2. The preparation of a plan for re- 
porting to the board all risks written in 
the United States by its members; such 
plan to require a report only of amounts 
written with their classification. (A re- 
port of premiums would be valueless for 
cost of rate-making purposes.) 

. The preparation of a plan for report- 
ing to the board all losses sustained by 
its members in such form as will enable 
the board to properly classify same for 
statistical purposes, also to enable the 
board to report to the fire marshal or 
other state authority of those states 
which now require loss reports from the 
individual companies, full loss reports for 
all its members after some uniform plan. 

. Such committee to also report, if 
possible, some feasible plan for schedule 
rating founded upon the combined classi- 
fied experience of its members, which shall 
be national in its scope and justify gen- 


eral recognition as a conclusive and scien- 
tific system. 


he report of the committee, if ap- 
proved by the executive committee, to be 
submitted to the next annual meeting with 
due recommendations for a continuance 
and development of the work under the 
charge of a new department to be known 
as the actuarial bureau committee to con- 
sist of seven members, officers of com- 
panies. 

There is no doubt but that some of these 
suggestions are most excellent. The as- 
sembling of loss statistics through a cen- 
tral clearing house according to a uniform 
plan would meet with approval. We are 
in hearty accord with Mr. Ricwarps in his 
advocacy of a standard system of sched- 
ules for the entire country instead of our 
present plan of having each rating juris- 
diction adopting its own system. There 
is at present no uniformity and the pub- 
lic naturally is unable to understand why 
similar risks in one section are rated by 
one schedule and a different one in an- 
other part of the 

We doubt, however, whether any classi- 
fication for rate making purposes can be 
made under the modern schedule system 
of rating. They do not go hand in hand. 
We have departed from the vocational 
name class plan as being absolutely 
worthless in| arriving at correct conclu- 
sions. While some still cling to the old 
fallacy that loss ratios on various vo- 
cational named classes are indications of 





experience yet a scientific schedule rating 
plan is not built on that foundation. If 
the classification system is wrong, we do 
not believe that companies should still 
maintain it for rating purposes. Legisla- 
tors and state officials who are open 
minded, in our opinion, can be convinced 
of the uselessness of having it filed 
with the states. It has only been within 
the last few years that fire underwriters 
themselves have abandoned the classified 
experience idea and now to revive it and 
yield to pressure from the states to com- 
pile data that will show nothing of value 
as to rates, would, in our opinion, be 
foisting on the public, false conclusions. 

A. F. Dean of Chicago in his two very 
valuable treatises on classification, has, 
in our opinion, presented arguments 
against classified experience that are un- 
answerable. 





A VICTORY FOR PEACE 

Tue Cuicaco Boarp last week adopted 
the program of expense reduction passed 
by the WesTeRN UNION and WEsTERN IN- 
SURANCE Bureau. The consummation of 
the plan is the result of some very hard 
and painstaking labor and thought on 
part of Chairman CuHartes E. SHELDON’ of 
the joint large cities committee and his 
confreres, as well as much forbearance 
on part of the agents. 

The plan may have its defects, and 
doubtless it has. For instance, we be- 
lieve that the classification schedule will 
have to be carefully and scientifically ad- 
justed to suit conditions peculiar to Chi- 
cago. There are perhaps other amend- 
ments that will have to be made in the 
trying out of the new project, and we be- 
lieve that the companies will be ready to 
do anything that means justice and equity. 
They recognize the work and value of 
the agents, without which the companies 
would be deprived of a large part of their 
premium income. It must be borne in 
mind, too, that the agents are called on 
to make the entire sacrifice. The burden 
falls wholly on the producing forces and 
the companies should have in mind com- 
pensating advantages that can be given 
without adding to the expense, but which 
will raise the standard of agency repre- 
sentation. 

The reduction in expense should be re- 
flected in the rates. If there is now to 
be a saving, the public is entitled to it, 
and this must be carried out in good faith 
if the companies desire to defend their 
proposition. In our opinion, the CHIcaco 
Boarp should at once take up the ques- 
tion of preferred business, which really 
is the root of much of the evil, and see 
to it that rates are readjusted on this 
class. The public’s interest must not be 
lost sight of in the expense reduction pro- 
gram. 

The agents, in our opinion, deserve 
credit for what they have done. Any 
radical change means much overhauling 
and realignment, and we naturally shrink 
from it. Now that the rules have been 
put into effect, the success of the move- 
ment will depend on the good faith of all 
concerned. A violation of the letter or 
spirit of the resolutions will mean its de- 
feat. No office should by devious meth- 
ods or otherwise attempt to obtain any 
undue advantage. This is the opportunity 
for a display of that old-fashioned busi- 
ness honesty and courtesy.

CHICAGO OFFICES GAIN 
SOME BIG INCREASES SHOWN 


Casualty General Agents and Managers 
Present Interesting Figures on 
Last Year’s Writings 





Chicago general agencies and branch 
offices of casualty companies present 
some very interesting figures on busi- 
ness done in 1913. Except in a very 
few cases, where unusual conditions ex- 
isted, offices show good gains. It is 
noticeable that many offices report a 
heavier gain in volume of the miscel- 
laneous casualty lines than on liability 
and workmen’s compensation. It also 
may be noted that the largest actual 
gains were usually made by the smaller 
and younger offices. Some of these en- 
joyed greater freedom in rate making 
than offices of conference companies 
did, but others did not. It should be 
remembered, however, that during 1912 
a very large amount of compensation 
insurance written at manual rates in 
1912 was renewed at special rates. The 
large offices naturally had the great 
volume of this business subject to spe- 
cial rating and they had to write much 
new business in order not to show a 
loss in income. 


W. A. Alexander & Co., general agents 
of the Fidelity & Casualty collected for 
that company in Illinois $1,532,410.75 in 
premiums, a gain over the 1912 figures of 
$78,281.07. This is doubtless the record, 
west of ‘New York City, for one year’s 
business done by one general agency in 
one state for one company. The gains 
made were general among the various 
lines. . oe 

George A. Gilbert, resident manager of 
the Employers Liability, made a very sat- 
isfactory increase in, business. 


The western department of the Globe 
Indemnity wrote between $650,000 and 
$700,000 in premiums, as compared with 
$478,000 in 1912. This big gain was 
made in the face of the fact that the Kan- 
sas City, Minneapolis, St. Paul, Grand 
Rapids, Indianapolis and Des Moines gen- 
eral agencies, which reported to Chicago 
in 1912, began reporting to New York at 
various periods during 1913. While defi- 
nite figures are not yet available. Superin- 
tendent George F. Coar is of the opinion 
that the ratio of accident, burglary, plate 
glass and other lines to that of employers’ 
liability and compensation is fully as 
high as in 1912. bin a 

Morrison & Blew, general agents of the 
casualty department of the Massachusetts 
Bonding, made an increase of 87.2 per- 
cent in volume of premiums in 1913 over 
1912. During the last three months of 
the year a large part of Mr. Morrison’s 
time was devoted to the work of the Na- 
tional Association of Casualty & Surety 
Agents, of which he is secretary. Other- 
wise the agency would have come close to 
doubling, its first year’s business. The 
gain was largely in lines other than com- 
pensation. cplinbedile.< 

The Chicago branch office of the Massa- 
chusetts Bonding, of which Philip B. 
Shillito is manager, did approximately 
$100,000 in casualty premiums in Illinois 
outside of the Chicago territory handled 
by Morrison & Blew, general agents. This 
was a gain of about 35 percent on the 
1912 figures, notwithstanding that the 
company during the year transferred the 
southern Illinois business to the St. 
Louis office. The gains were about 60 per- 
cent on commercial accident and health 
and 50 percent on burglary, while on plate 
glass and on liability and compensation 
they were about 30 percent. 


Harry M. McConnell, general agent of 
the New England Casualty, has probably 
made the record, outside of New York, for 
getting a large volume of business in a 
short time. When he became general 
agent in September, 1913, the company 
had a few thousand dollars of bonding 
premiums in the Chicago office, but no 
casualty business worth mentioning, and 
Mr. McConnell controlled no _ business. 
During 1913 his general agency wrote 
$500,000 in premiums on all lines. His 
office force, consisting of a couple of 
Stenographers and a boy at the start, has 
grown until there are eight men in the 
claim department alone. 

* * aK 


E. P. Fatch & Co., general agents of the 
Pacific Surety, show a decrease in busi- 
ness due to several causes. During the 
year the company discontinued its plate 
glass and burglary business in the agen- 
cy. It also stiffened on liability and com- 
pensation rates and reduced commissions 
on these lines. The firm’s net premiums 


for liability and workmen’s compensation 





were $144,739 and for accident and health, 
$5,270. In addition it wrote some surety 
bonds in the Illinois Surety, of which it 
has an agency, and brokered some casu- 
alty business. eRe 

Meeker-Magner Company, general 
agents of the General Accident for north- 
ern Illinois, and also agent of the Ameri- 
can Surety, increased its premium income 
about $100,000. Its liability compensation 
and automobile premiums amounted to 
about $389,000; commercial accident anu 
heaJth, $70,000; burglary, $15,000 and 
surety, fire and miscellaneous lines that 
the General does not, write, about $50,000. 


John T. Wagner, manager of the casu- 
alty department of the Fidelity & Deposit, 
made an increase of 43 percent on his 
premium income of 1912, bringing the 
1913 total above $300,000. This increase 
was mainly on accident, burglary, plate 
glass and public liability business. The 
entire organization in Chicago is giving 
most attention to, these lines. 


George Tramel, manager of the Aetna 
companies, is not giving out figures, but 
states that the companies made a hand- 
some increase over their business of 1912. 
The gain has been especially rapid since 
the branch office yas opened on May 1. 


O. W. Huncke & Co. wrote $120,000 in 
premiums during 1913. this amount 
$27,000 was surety and fidelity business 
in the Southern Surety, of which they 
are general agents, and $45,000 was cas- 
ualty business in the London Lan- 
cashire Guarantee & Accident, whose gen- 
eral agency they took May 1 and got in 
active operation about July 1. The re- 
mainder was fire and casualty business 
brokered.

O. P. Alford, general agent of the Mary- 
land Casualty for Cook county, reports 
$225,000 premiums for the year. This is 
about $35,000 more than the business re- 
ported by the two general agents repre- 
senting the company in Chicago in 1912. 
This showing is especially good in view 
of the changes that took place in the 
agency during the year and also the fact 
that considerable business originating in 
the agency is now reported through other 
agencies due to resident agent laws. The 
gain was made on miscellaneous lines and 
bonds, as the volume of liability and com- 
pensation premiums Gropped somewhat. 

- 


Joseph E. Callender, general agent of 
the Ocean, made a slight increase in busi- 
ness. Up to the middle of the year the 
increase was large, but within a few 
months here was a heavy falling off in 
the payrolls of some large contractors 
who are customers of the office and the 
liability and compensation business fell 
down on that account. The corporation’s 
business in the state outside of Chicago 
showed an increase. There was a good 
increase in plate glass and accident busi- 
ness and some increase in burglary busi- 
ness. For the third consecutive year the 
office had a loss ratio of less than 33% 
percent on over $40,000 annually in acci- 
dent premiums. ips: 

Edward H. Morrill, Jr., manager of the 
liability department of the Travelers, 
states that the liability and compensation 
business of the branch office shows a sub- 
stantial gain over that of last year, but 
exact figures are snot yet available. 


The business of the Chicago branch 
office of the Frankfort General was ap- 
proximately $140,000 premiums, about 
equally divided between compensation and 
the public forms of ee with a little 
accident and burglary business. This is 
about $35,000 less than the 1912 business, 
due to the recent cancellation of a num- 
ber of the largest lines, with which the 
company was not satisfied. Manager W. 
M. Lawson states that the company aims 
to write about $150,000 a year in the 
office until compensation rates reach a 
more stable basis.

The formal presenta- 
tion was made at a luncheon of the Chi- 
cago association by the committee of the 
National association which has selected 
the presents, both members of the com- 
mittee being Chicago men. 





McKian Has Resigned 

P. J. V. McKian has resigned as 
superintendent of the railroad depart- 
ment of the Midland Casualty. He has 
gone to Canada for a visit to relatives, 
but is expected back in Chicago with- 
in a few days. President Gillespie of 
the Midland states that no successor 
will be appointed, but that the work 
of the department will be handled by 
rearrangement of the duties of others 
now connected with the company. 


“Living” Rates 

Recently an agent from southern 
Wisconsin visited Chicago and told his 
experience with workmen’s compensa- 
tion rates. He is a cautious man and 
having been badly “stung” once by 
failure of a fire insurance company, 
does not propose to take chances on 
casualty companies under present con- 
ditions. Accordingly he _ represents 
half a dozen or more of them and 
divides his business. Among them is 
one nonconference company that last 
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year instructed him to write 25 percent 
below Wisconsin manual rates. Not 
wanting to place all his business in it, 
he wrote to his conference companies 
asking for a similar concession. He 
received replies saying that such rates 
were not “living rates” and absolutely 
refusing to permit any such deviations. 
Within a few weeks a new manual ap- 
peared with rates lower than the ones 
he had been getting for the noncon- 
ference company. The “cost of living” 
evidently had gone down. 


PERFECT HARMONY IS FOUND 








Surety Association Has No Grievances 
During Year—Old Officers Are 
Reelected Unanimously 





When the Michigan Surety Under- 
writers Association held its annual 
meeting at Detroit it decided by unani- 
mous vote not to consider the contem- 
plated retirement of President Charles 
N. McNaughton and the others of his 
administration. The reason was that 
the year had been a remarkably suc- 
cessful one. There has not been even 
a ripple of trouble in the local surety 
field this year. The executive commit- 
tee, which is supposed to thresh out 
g ievance cases, reported that it had 
not had a single case to consider. So 
all officers were unanimously re-elected. 

There was practically a full attend- 
ance. There was no business before 
the association except the election of 
officers and one or two minor matters. 

After the meeting President Mc- 
Naughton was asked to explain the se- 
cret of the present success of the as- 
sociation. ' He explained that every 
member has absolute confidence in ev- 
ery other member; that it is a com- 
pulsory rule of the association that the 
files of every member shall be open to 


the inspection of every other member | 


in case there is a question involving bad 
practices. Continuing, he said: 


“This not confessing that the members 
of the asosciation are good only because 
they have to be, it is putting into prac- 
tice a principle of frankness, which if 
used by most business men, and by more 
society women, would disclose that most 
of the so-called wrongs in this world are 
only fancied. A suspicion and a rumor 
are the easiest things on earth to ger- 
minate. Frank consultation regarding a 








suspicion will nine times out of ten show 
it to be groundless. That is the licy 
we work upon. It is the understood rule 
that every member wants Fogt A other 
member to be absolutely frank with him, 
and clear away all doubts, that inspires 
in us absolute confidence in each other. 
Such a condition can have but one result 
—perfect harmony and perfect practices.” 


DEATH OF JAMES CLAY CLARK 


Well-Known Cleveland Casualty Man 
is Victim of Pneumonia After 
Three Days’ Illness 








James Clay Clark, of the Reese- 
Owen-Clark Agency of Cleveland, died 
suddenly at his home last Saturday af- 
ter an illness of but three days. The 
cause of death was pneumonia.  Fu- 
neral services were held at the home 
on Tuesday and the body was sent to 
Eutaw, Ala., Mr. Clark’s birthplace, 
where interment will take place on 
Thursday. Mr. Clark leaves a widow. 

The death of Mr. Clark was a shock 
to casualty men in many parts of the 
country, as he had a wide acquaint- 
ance and his personality had attracted 
many friends. He was active in the 
organization of the National Associa- 
tion of Casualty & Surety Agents and 
during October and November did 
some sylendid work not only in Ohio 
but in the southeastern states, organ- 
izing local associations and interview- 
ing insurance commissioners prior to 
the Chicago conference in December. 

t an earlier date he worked in- 
defatigably to save the casualty com- 
panies’ and agents’ business in Ohio, 
which was largely destroyed by the 
compensation act. 

George D. Webb of Chicago, who for 
several years was closely associated 
with Mr. Clark in the credit insurance 
business, says of him: 

“The sudden and unexpected death of 
James Clay Clark at Cleveland removes 
one of the brightest and best-known cas- 
ualty insurance men in the western sec- 
tion of the country. Mr. Clark has been 
associated for the past three years with 
F. B. Owen in the Reese-Owen-Clark 
Agency, representing the Fidelity & De- 
posit for the casualty and surety lines 


and the London Guarantee & Accident for 
its credit insurance, 

“Mr. Clark was best known as a credit 
insurance expert and has for the past 
ten years been considered one of the lead- 
ing credit insurance men of the United 
States. Before going to Cleveland, Mr. 
Clark was for several years general su- 
perintendent of the credit insurance de- 
partment of the London Guarantee at Chi- 
cago. Prior to that, for several years, 
he was general agent in southern terri- 
tory for the credit insurance department 
of the Ocean. Mr. Clark was a southerner 
by birth and had the genial and winning 
manners of the characteristic southern 
gentleman. 

“He was always an honest, energetic 
and upright man, true to his ideals and 
true to his friends.” 





Royal Indemnity Joins 

The Royal Indemnity, which some 
months ago withdrew from the Michi- 
gan Plate Glass Association, has ap- 
plied for reinstatement, and undoubt- 
edly will be restored to membership. 
This still further strengthens the plate 
glass situation in Detroit, which already 
is so satisfactory as to cause the mem- 
bers to disregard the instructions of 
the bureau to let down the bars and 
make a free fight. The state outside 
of Detroit, however, is no longer under 
the jurisdiction of the asociation.

New Standard Provisions Contracts of 
Accident and Health Insurance 
With Attractive Features 





The American Fidelity’s new “Ideal” 
disability policy, with the standard pro- 
visions, presents many attractive fea- 
tures. The rate for the fully accumu- 
lated $7,500-$15,000 form for classes H 
and B, ages 18-49, is $60 a year. The 
“Ideal” accident policy, which contains 
the accident provisions of the foregoing 
sells for $25 a year for class A, $30 a 
year for class B and $42.50 for class C.

Elective indemnities are paid, at the op- 
tion of the insured, in lieu of wee” in- 
demnity for accidental injuries. Physi- 
cian’s, surgeon’s, oculist’s and dentist’s 
service for nondisabling jodusies are cov- 
ered for not to exceed $25. Surgical oper- 
ation indemnities are paid in addition to 
other indemnity (except hospital indem- 
nity) for surgical operations necessitated 
by accidental injury 

Under the head Xe health indemnities 
the policy provides for payment of one- 
half the principal sum for loss of sight 
od both eyes or the use of both arms, both 

legs, or one arm and one leg, and one- 

hird the principal sum for loss of sight 
of one eye or the use of one arm or one 
leg, besides weekly indemnity for $25 
(under this form) for fifty-two weeks, 
With a total limit of fifty-two weeks, the 
policy pays full weekly indemnity ($25 
under this form) with double indemnity 
for not over ten weeks’ confinement to 
hospital. Surgical indemniities are paid 
in addition to other indemniities (except 
hospital) for operations necessitated by 
sickness or disease. Weekly indemnity for 
sickness is paid whether confined to the 
house or not.

Fake Accident Agent Arrested 

Superintendent E. H. Moore of the 
Ohio department was notified Tuesday 
of the arrest at La Grange, Ohio, of J. 
H. Jones, alias J. H. Ewing, alias Ew- 
ing Patterson, alias other names. Mr. 
Moore was also informed that Jones 
would plead guilty to a misdemeanor 
and be liable to a fine and to imprison- 
ment for three months. 

Jones claimed to represent the Mid- 
land Casualty and worked a number of 
counties, selling a policy or two in a 
place and then skipping out, pocketing 
the premiums. The Midland got on to 
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Jones, who was not in their employ, 
and complained to the ‘state insurance 
department about him. Jones switched 
his name and also to the “Climax Cas- 
ualty Company” (mythical). He was 
finally landed in La Grange and taken 
to jail at Elyria. 

Superintendent Moore is now going 
after people who are writing unauthor- 
ized insurance in Ohio. 





SAYS RATES ARE LOW ENOUGH 





Liability Underwriter in Chicago 
Thinks No Further Reductions by 
Leading Companies Are Likely 





“The result of twenty months’ opera- 
tions of workmen’s compensation in- 
surance in Illinois indicates that the 
rates obtained by the principal com- 
panies have averaged none too high 
and that future lower rates can scarcely 
be hoped for.” 

The foregoing is the statement of one 
of the best informed liability under- 
writers in Chicago, a man who handles 
a large business and keeps close watch 
on every feature of it, including claim 
payments. As far as the experience of 
one company can show, it indicates 
that special rating and meeting outside 
competition have gone as far as they 
can safely. 

It is impossible to determine what 
relation these “rates obtained by the 
leading companies” bear to the manual 
rates. Special rating has been the 
usual practice. Some of it was fully 
justified, for the Workmen’s Compensa- 
tion Service Bureau admitted that rates 
in the manual were too high on some 
classifications when it lowered them. 
On the other hand there is little doubt 
that special rating has been abused in 
efforts to hold business against com- 
petition. 

There are some companies that have 
little idea of where they really are 
coming out. It is asserted that an 
executive officer of one company, on a 
visit to Chicago, stated that the com- 
pany’s Illinois business this year was 
highly profitable, when in fact most of 
it had been written recently and no- 
body under the blue sky could tell 
whether it would eventually show a 
profit or a loss.

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NEWS OF COMPENSATION 
GREEN LAW TO BE AMENDED 





Ohio State Officials Favor Some 
Changes—State Rate Control 
in New York 





Governor Cox of Ohio is said to have 
requested Insurance Superintendent E. 
H. Moore to withdraw his resignation, 
which he had asked to have effective 
Jan. 15, until after the extra session of 
the legislature at least. It is said that 
Mr. Moore will be needed in the office, 
and that William L. Finley, who was 
slated as successor to Mr. Moore, will 
be needed to look after the administra- 
tion’s interests on the floors of the 
house and senate. 

From present indications the Green 
workman’s compensation law will fur- 
nish work for the solons, and the indi- 
cations are that they will be kept busy 
at that to the exclusion of any other 
insurance measure with the exception 
of possibly some minor fire insurance 
bills. 

Claim Practice Is Illegal 

It has been reported that a few of the 
liability companies are selling bonds to 
employers who elect to carry their own 
insurance provided the employer will wl 
chase a compensation indemnity policy. 
This was brought to the attention of the 
Ohio industrial commission by a Cleve- 
land attorney, who is counsel for a_ num- 
ber of eastern coal companies. He re- 
ported that some of the liability com- 
panies had refused to sell surety bonds 
unless the employers bought compensa- 
tion indemnity policies. The insurance de- 
partment holds this to be a violation of 
the antidiscrimination law as found in 
the acts of the general assembly for 
1911. The law is in the general code as 
sections 9589—1, 2, 3 and 4. It prohibits 
special favors of any kind and gives the 
superintendent of insurance authority to 
revoke licenses upon proof of violation. 

Attorney-General’s Rulings 

Attorney-General Hogan has ruled that 
county auditors are to withhold from the 
February, 1914, tax settlement, sufficient 
funds of the various political subdivisions 
to cover the amount of their respective 
premiums to provide for compensation 
to appointive officials and employes. 

There was an important conference in 
the state house in Columbus on Saturday 
between the governor, the attorney-gen- 
eral and auditor of state over the Green 
bill and it was decided that the measure 
is not explicit enough in regard to saying 
just who are public officials. The legisla- 
ture will be asked to amend the law in 
this regard. 

The attorney-general expressed perlex- 
ity as to the proper course to pursue on 
account of the mandamus suit of the 
Ohio Equity Association, now pending in 
the —_ court, to compel Secretary of 
State Graves to submit the Green measure 
to a referendum of the people. He ad- 
vises the state auditor to proceed with 
preparations for compliance under the 
new law’s requirements. 

The office of the liability board is 


’ crowded by employers coming in under the 


compulsory clause and the daily receipts 
run between $50,000 and $100,000. 


STATE CONTROL OF RATES 


One of the first insurance matters to be 
taken up by the new 1914 session of the 
New York legislature will be a measure 
putting the supervision of workmen’s 
compensation rates in the hands of the in- 
surance superintendent. A bill for this 
purpose was vetoed last week by Gover- 
nor Glynn because of the ambiguity of 
its language, which the labor interests 
felt would give the insurance department 
authority to take over the handling of 
the state fund. In his veto message the 
governor said he would send the bill 
back for revision if the legislature were 
Still in session, and he urged that the 
amended bill be one of the first put 
through at the regular session. It is 





expected that this will be the first in- 
surance bill to be introduced. 


MICHIGAN RULINGS 

The compensation case in which a Mich- 
igan arbitration committee ruled that an 
employer was entitled to compensation 
for injuries received when working for 
his own company (provided there was an 
insurance company on the risk to do the 
losing) will be carried to the state su- 
preme court, if the full board affirms the 
finding. 

The Fidelity & Deposit has the case. 
It is that of LaBlanc & Handloser, a 
small contracting firm, employing only 
half a dozen hands besides themselves. 
Gerard Handloser fell off a scaffold and 
injured an ankle. He put in a claim for 
compensation against the casualty com- 


pany. 

The Michigan industrial board has ruled 
against a widow who claimed compensa- 
tion for the death of her husband, who 
died from the effect of drinking great 
quantities of cold water on a hot day. 
He was employed in a foundry. 


TO ATTACK CALIFORNIA LAW 

It is stated that the compensation law 
of California will be attacked by a num- 
ber of large employers of labor, and that 
lawyers have already been retained for 
this purpose. The act will be attacked on 
three grounds: First, that deprives a 
citizen of his right to trial by jury, in 
that the industrial board has full power 
to decide questions of fact and of law; 
second, the constitutional amendment un- 
der which the act was passed provides 
that all employers shall be brought under 
the provisions of the law, while the act 
as passed excepts horticulturists and ag- 
riculturists; third, that it violates the 
“life, liberty or property” section of the 
constitution. 


QUEER MINNESOTA CASE 


At Winona, Minn., Judge A. H. Snow 
took under advisement a case under the 
compensation law in which the widow of 
John E. Young claimed compensation for 
his death. Young was a miller employed 
in the Wabasha, Minn., flour mills and 
was killed by falling from a fifth story 
window. It was claimed for the defense 
that the accident did not arise out of 
the course of employment of the de- 
ceased. 





Illinois Live Stock Quits 

Stockholders in the Illinois Live 
Stock Insurance Company of Spring- 
field, Ill., last week filed a petition in 
the circuit court at Springfield asking 
for the dissolution of the concern. The 
request was made by L. R. Mueller, 
J. T. Buchanan and Richard Roberts, 
who declared they owned all the stock 
in the concern which was ever sold. 

The concern incorporated July 28, 
1908, with a capital stock of $100,000, 
only $55,000 of which, however, ever 
was paid up. The petition states that 
the concern has no liabilities and is in 
a solvent condition. 





Meeting Place Changed 

The place of meeting of the Missouri 
Association of Casualty & Surety 
Agents on Jan. 15-16 has been changed 
from Kansas City to Excelsior Springs, 
Mo., because of the inability to se- 
cure accommodations at the former 
place. The association will meet at the 
same time as the Missouri Insurance 
Federation and the Missouri Associa- 
tion of Local Fire Insurance Agents, 
which have also changed to Excelsior 
Springs for annual meetings. 





Interested in Minnesota Ruling 

Accident companies that write lim- 
ited and coupon policies are awaiting 
the outcome of the ruling of the Min- 
nesota department that such policies 
will not be permitted in that state. 
Commissioner Preus holds that they 
open the way for agents to deceive and 
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the public does not understand in most 
instances that their coverage is limited. 
Some of the companies are of the 
opinion that the ruling cannot be sus- 
tained in law and there may be a 
triendly suit started to test the issue.

will be evidenced by the final comparison. 


The United Surety of Baltimo-e, in re- 
ceiver’s hands, has made a move toward 
disposing of some of its complications by 
applying for permission to pay $80,000 
worth of judgment against the Metropoli- 
tan Street Railway Company of Kansas 
City, also in receivers’ hands, which is 
seeking’ a new franchise. Decision in the 
case Was deferred by Federal Judge Hook. 

The New York department will early in 
January commence the examinations of 
the National Surety, the Casualty Com- 
pany of America, and the General Acci- 
dent. The examination of the National 
Surety will be conducted jointly by the 
New York and the Maryland departments, 
the United States Treasury Department 
participating at the request of the com- 
pany. 

Charles T. Gullette, formerly a special 
agent of the Fidelity & Casualty in the 
west and south an ery to that 
with the industrial department of the 
Standard Accident, has been appointed 
manager of the industrial disability de- 
partment in the Chicago branch office of 
the Massachusetts Bonding. This office 
supervises the industrial business in sev- 
eral western states. 


O, Wilson Gott has been appointed man- 
ager of the New York branch office and 
resident vice-president of the Illinois 
Surety. He was connected with the New 
York office of the Title for five years and 
of the Massachusetts Bonding. For 
some time past he has been  vice- 
president of the Armstrong Agency, gen- 
eral agent of the New England Casualty 
in New York city. 


Some of the companies have notified 
agents in Connecticut, Maine, Michigan, 
Minnesota, New Hampshire, New York, 
North Carolina, Pennsylvania, Vermont 
and Wisconsin that the present forms of 
accident, health and disability contracts 
issued in those states will be withdrawn 
and that new policies have been prepared 
to conform with the requirements of the 
new standard provision laws. 


As an example of interinsurers’ rates 
one of the stock casualty companies oper- 
ating in Illinois reports that last year 
it carried a risk for a $50 premium (rate 
$2.50). It paid out $101 in claims and 
has up $750 reserves for unsettled claims. 
One of the interinsurers, it states, came 
along and took the risk at one-third the 
stock company rate. The question na- 
turally arises how long a concern with- 
out capital and with little surplus can 
do business in this way?

RESULTS SATISFACTORY 


Year Closed Up All Right in Spite of 
Some Demoralization and 
Rate Reductions 


From an underwriting standpoint the 
year 1913 proved satisfactory to the 
majority of companies writing automo- 
bile insurance. As a whole the line 
showed, according to unofficial infor- 
mation, that a reasonable profit was se- 
cured in spite of the usual vexatious 
conditions. 

Theft Business Fair 

There was some rate demoralization 
affecting the fire and theft business at 
various points but no widespread rate 
wars were waged. Fire rates generally 
on the better cars were reduced and 
toward the end of the year the advent 
of the extinguisher warranty brought a 
further cut in the average rate. 

The theft line can neither be said to 
have been very profitable nor very un- 
profitable. There was a marked in- 
crease in the number of automobile 
thefts and more borrowings of cars by 
joyriders resulting in small claims, but 
.ne police of various cities have been 
more active in the pursuit of offenders 
and the various theft bureaus of the 
companies, especially the Automobile 
Information & Protective Bureau of 
Chicago, have done work that tended 
to keep down theft losses as well as 
save the companies much money by 
the recovery of stolen machines. In 
Chicago, Kansas City and St. Louis 
automobile theft trusts have been 
broken up. 

More Collision Claims 

Collision and property damage 
claims showed an increase. While the 
lines have not been popular with either 
fire and marine or casualty companies 
neither class will probably show an un- 
derwriting loss. The high tide of auto- 
mobile accidents that cause collision, 
property damage and liability claims, 
has probably been reached and will not 
in the future grow out of proportion to

the growth of the use of the automo- 
bile. The driving public is becoming 
better educated and is observing traffic 
regulations in a different spirit than in 
the past. The walking public is also 
being educated by various safety first 
campaigns and notable results in the re- 
duction of automobile accidents have 
been secured in various cities. 

The automobile liability is still one 
of the best liability lines written and 
will probably continue to be so during 
the year 1914. 

Hundred Companies Compete 

The vast increase in the number of 
automobiles in the country has made 
possible some wonderful results in pre- 
mium incomes during the year. Dur- 
ing the past two years the number of 
cars is said to have doubled and the 
automobile insurance premiums have 
probably more than doubled. There 
are at least one hundred fire, marine, 
casualty and strictly motor insurance 
companies writing one or more classes 
of automobile insurance now and all 
are showing good gains. In spite of all 
this competition each one seems to be 
getting its share. 

Agents Will Supplied 

A few years ago a company that 
wrote automobiles had little difficulty 
in securing local agents and because it 
did take automobiles could secure a 
volume of other desirable business with 
it. The automobile line is no longer 
the same valuable server in this respect 
that it was. Nearly every local agent 
now has one or more automobile com- 
panies and he is not looking for a 
company that will accept the business 
but for the company that will give him 
speediest and most satisfactory ser- 
vice. 


FIRE EXTINGUISHER CREDIT 

Question—Our fire company writing 
automobile insurance advises us that it 
will allow a 15 percent rebate on premium 
where a Pyrene extinguisher is carried, 
but for no other. 

Will you tell us if there is any auto- 
mobile insurance company that will allow 
a like credit for any other extinguisher? 

Answer—There is no extinguisher other 
than Pyrene for which a credit is given in 
automobile insurance rates by any insur- 
ance company as far as we know. The so- 
called extinguisher warranties attached 
where such credit is given call for a one 
quart extinguisher of the pump type ap- 
proved by the Underwriters’ Laboratories, 
Inc. As the Pyrene extinguisher is the 
only device of this type thus far approved 
it is the only one that secures a credit 
= automobile insurance companies gen- 
erally. 


DETROIT HAS MANY THEFTS 


During the last five months of 1913 
there were 543 automobile thefts reported 
in Detroit, but thirty-five arrests as a re- 
sult and only three prison sentences. 
Theft claims have been so excessive in 
that city that underwriters feel the need 
of either refusing theft business in that 
city unless the local authorities get busy, 
or taking some action on their own part 
to break up the gangs and put a quietus 
on the occasional offenders. 


NO HARD TIMES IN KANSAS 

Illustrating the possibilities of auto- 
mobile insurance in Kansas, there is one 
machine to every forty-eight residents of 
the state, according to a report recently 
issued. In the central western section, 
once termed the “great American desert,” 
the automobiles are thickest, there being 
about one to every tenth resident.

Question—Can you give me the 
mame of a company that will insure 
the owner of a patent against infringe- 
ment by competitors, or defend him 
against claims for infringement? 

Answer—The Patent Title Company, 
37 Liberty street, New York, issues 
what are called “guarantee” and “de- 
fensive” contracts, but will not issue 
the latter except in connection with 
the former. The following is ex- 
tracted from one of its circulars: 

1. We issue two forms of contract, 
guarantee and defensive, affording the 
owners of patents protection in ac- 
cordance with the terms and condi- 
tions therein set forth. 

2. The minimum contract which we 
can issue is for $5,000, upon which the 
annual charge is $100 or 2 percent for 
a guarantee contract and $200 or 4 
percent for a defensive contract. This 
larger charge is necessary in the case 
of the defensive contract because, as 
you will readily see, we have no con- 
trol over the institution of a _ suit 
brought against you. No defensive 
contract can be issued unless a guar- 
antee contract has been either previ- 
ously or at the. same time taken out, 
for the reason that if an infringement 
occurred in a case where we had is- 
sued only a defensive contract with- 
out at the same time a guarantee con- 
tract and the prosecution of the in- 
fringement was conducted by other 
attorneys than our own, the suit might 
be lost, or managed in such a way as 
to increase our risk under the defen- 
sive contract. 

3. If an infringement of a patent 
already exists, the business must be 
made the subject of a special contract. 
Before we can issue our contract upon 
any patent, our legal department must 
make an examination and report to 
us as to our accepting the business. 
No charge is made for this examina- 
tion. The maximum amount of our 
contract upon any one patent depends 
upon the nature of the invention and 
the result of the investigation of our 
counsel above referred to. Our con- 
tracts can be assigned at any time upon 
application to the home office. All 
contracts are renewable at expiration 
under the stipulation of the contract. 

4. We furnish to all contract hold- 
ers an electro of the design stating 
“Patents Protected by the Patent Title 
Company, New York,” which can be 
used upon the patented articles, in 
advertisements and in all literature, 
stationery, etc. 

5. If protection on several patents 
is desired and the patents are closely 
related, it is sometimes possible to 
issue one contract covering more than 
one patent. 

6. The proposal for a contract must 
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patent, the amount of protection de- 
sired, the amount of the annual fee 


for the contract figured as above ex-| 


plained, and particularly any and all 


information possessed by the appli- 
cant tending to show existing or 
prospective infringement or the expec- 
tation, if any, of claims for infringe- 
ment being made against the applicant 
by other parties. 

7. We can issue contracts upon an 
application for a patent before the 
patent issues, if an investigation of the 
application in the United States patent 
office warrants it.

ILLINOIS LIFE’S MEETING 


HOME STATE MEN CELEBRATE 





Annual Convention and Banquet of 
the Green Signal Club Were 
Notable Success 





The “Green Signal Club” of the IIli- 
nois Life, which is composed of its 
home state representatives, held its fifth 
annual convention and banquet at the 
Hotel LaSalle, Chicago, Friday. This 
organization is a live one in every re- 
spect. The fact that the Illinois Life 
is able to muster so large and efficient 
a body of field workers in its home 
state is a credit to it. Last year the 
company issued $15,000,000 of new in- 
surance and of this the Illinois agents 
are credited with $8,594,270. The com- 
pany has in force $67,200,000 and of this 
$29,143,000 is in Illinois. 

Vice-President R. W. Stevens in his 
talk to the agents stated that during 
December the examined business 
amounted to $2,030,500 and of this $1,- 
177,000 came from Illinois. The assets 
as of Dec. 31 were $11,000,000. The in- 
come during the year was $2,600,000. 
It paid policyholders $1,000,000 and its 
reserves are $9,975,000. In spite of the 
low market value of securities the sur- 
plus will show an increase. 

Mr. Stevens stated that no company 
has a home state organization equal to 
that of the Illinois Life, and there is no 
company that has an organization in 
Illinois outside of Chicago, that is as 
effective as that of the Illinois. 

New Policy Is Announced 

One of the interesting announce- 
ments for the year is a new policy 
which is a combination of life and term. 
It is issued on either the ordinary life 
or twenty payment life plan, with which 
is combined ten year and five year term. 
For instance, a man can take $5,000 on 
the twenty pay ‘life plan, with which 
is combined $2,500 on the five year term 
plan and $2,500 on the ten year term 
plan. The object is to afford a man 
an opportunity of doubling his insur- 
ance at comparatively small extra cost. 
At the end of five years the premium 
decreases as it does again at the end 
of ten years. This affords an agent the 
opportunity of going to the policy- 
holder before the expiration of five 
years and ten years and soliciting him 
for a new policy sufficient to take care 
of the part that is running off. The 
cash surrender values jof the policy are 
less than those of the regular forms, 
but the other values are about the same. 
Full commissions will be allowed on 
the new policy, and insurance placed on 
that form will apply on club member- 
ship. 

Will Reach Its Majority 

Secretary O. J. Arnold explained the 
new policy and stated that it was pre- 
sented on behalf of the agency depart-

Union Central Agents in Convention 


Flexible Program is Used in Order to Allow the Men to Talk on Sub- 
jects that Directly Pertained to their Business—Presence of 
the Financial Correspondents at the Meeting Was 
an Innovation and the Conference 


Was Most Beneficial 


Three hundred managers, general 
agents and leading producers of the 
Union Central Life gathered in Cincin- 
nati on Friday and Saturday of last 
week for the annual agency meeting 
of the company. It was the first op- 
portunity many of them had had to 
inspect the company’s new building, 
and the men were especially glad to 
get to the home office on that account. 

The sessions were held in the hand- 
some Library Room of the company, 
on the seventeenth floor, which is 
amply able to take care of a meeting of 
this size. The room is beautifully dec- 
orated and furnished and possesses re- 
markably good acoustic properties, 
adding greatly to the enjoyability of 
the meetings. The speakers, even 
though not exerting themselves to 
make their voices carry, could be heard 
plainly in the farthest corners. 

Piexible Program Is Used 

The flexible program is becoming 
more and more popular at agency meet- 
ings, and the program for the Union 
Central gathering was the height of 
simplicity. There were no set speeches, 
and only three assigned topics. The 
subject for the Friday morning discus- 
sion was “Securing Applications,” and 
those for Saturday morning “Keeping 
Insurance in Force” and “The Com- 
pany’s Investments.” Friday afternoon 
the agents inspected the new building, 
and in the evening was held the ban- 
quet. 

Business for 1913 

President Clark announced the com- 
pany’s business for 1913 would show 
an increase of $2,600,000 over 1912, and 
total paid-for business would amount 
to $50,000,000. President Clark con- 
gratulated the men on their splendid 
work during the year, and said he was 
glad production was not increasing by 
leaps and bounds, *but was enjoying a 
steady, even solid growth which meant 
much more for the future prosperity of 
the company. 

Discuss Disability Clause 

On Saturday afternoon the agents 
took up the matters which they had 
particularly at heart with the home 
office officials. Perez F. Huff, of New 
York City, one of the leading produc- 
ers of the United States, requested that 
the company add a disability clause to 
the policy contract, and he was almost 
unanimously seconded by the men pres- 
ent. Mr. Huff said that while he had 
in the past opposed the disability 
clause, he had been convinced that it 
was beneficial by the experience of a 
friend of his who had suddenly become 
blind. Whether or not they believed 
that the clause added anything to the 
actual value of the policy, the desire for 
it was made very apparent, if only for 
the purpose of meeting competition. 
The experience has been that, although 
the argument can be advanced that the

disability clause does not amount to 
much, and does not cost much, if the 
prospect has been convinced that he 
wants the clause, the item of cost does 
not influence him greatly. The agents | 
asked for the clause so that they could 
give it to a man if he wants it, and the 
field of competition. can be changed to 
one more important. As one agent | 
expressed it, “We had better be writ- | 
ing life insurance, instead of fighting | 
it out.” 

The one fear expressed was that the | 
company might turn out a clause which | 
was in any way indefinite. The de- | 
mand was general that the clause, if | 
adopted, should state in very clear 
terms exactly what it would or would 
not do. President Clark said he would 
announce the decision of the company 
in the February bulletin. 


DEMAND IS MADE FOR JOINT 
LIFE RATES BY AGENTS 


Several years ago the agents of the 
company asked for rates on joint life 
policies, and this request was again 
presented, by General Agent E. >. 
Brashears. The desire for joint life 
rates, as in the case of the disability 
clause, exists, not because they find 
any particular merit in the policy, but 
as a means of meeting competition. 
The company has not desired ‘to write 
joint lives, and has held off from get- 
ting out rates, when the only purpose 
to be served was to be able to say to 
the prospect, “We can give you that,”

Basis for Loading Charge 

The Union Central Life has constructed | 
its premium rates on a somewhat different 
basis than most companies, in that, in- 
stead of the loading being based on a 
fixed percentage of the premium, the load- 
ing has been made up of certain fixed 
charges, which are the same for all 
Policies, and to these charges has been 
added a percentage charge. The result 
is that Union Central rates are higher, 
proportionately, at the earlier ages than 
they are at the older ages. Mr. Huff also 
asked the officers of the company to con- | 
sider an adjustment, so as to make the 
premium at the younger ages as low pro-

Secretary Williams announced that, ef- 
fective Jan. 1, lapsed policies may be 
reinstated within 60 days of the end of 
the grace period without medical exam- 
ination, upon the written affirmation from 
the agent that the policyholder is in good 
physical condition, has not been declined 
by another company since the Le eng of 
the policy, and has not employed a phy- 
sician.

Financial Agents Present 
One of the most interesting features of 
the meeting was the presence of quite a 
number of the leading financial corre- 
spondents of the company. The company 
has a staff of forty-seven financial corre- 
spondents in thirty-five states of the 
Union. The loan agents have formerly 
held their meetings independently of the 
agency department, but this year it was 
decided that they should meet together, 
and the experiment proved highly inter- 
esting and valuable. Under the discus- 
sion head of “The Company’s Invest- 
ments” the loan men told some of their 
experiencesein loaning the money which 
the agency force gathered together, and 
Saturday afternoon they met the finance 
committee of the company. 
Statistics as to Finances 

L. Breiling, treasurer of the company, 
presented some interesting statistics con- 
cerning the finances of the eompany dur- 
ing the past year. The company has 
loaned on an average of $91,000 daily 
during 1913. Ninety-six percent of the 
company’s funds are on an interest earn- 
ing basis. The company’s funds are 
loaned on 36,000 farms, with 5,500,000 
—. as security, the average loan being 
2,600. 


FEW FACTS ARE GIVEN AS TO 
POLICY LOANS 


Vice-President John D. Sage has 
made an interesting compilation as to 
the actual results on policies carrying 
the limit of loans. The question often 
presents itself as to whether it would 
not be cheaper for the policyholder to 
surrender his policy and take out a new 
one. Mr. Sage took as an example a 
$10,000 policy ten years old. In 20 
years, the advantage in favor of con- 
tinuing the policy in force was $1,000; 
in 10 years, $600. He calculated a 
great number of cases, and in every 
case he found that it was to the ad- 
vantage of the assured to continue his 
old policy in force. From the agent’s 
Standpoint, Mr. Sage pointed out that 
while there was a temporaty advan- 
tage in writing a new policy, on ac- 
count of the commission, yet the good 
of the policyholder must ultimately 
mean the best good of the agent, and 
it is to his interest that the assured gets 
the biggest possible value for his 
money. The company, of course, wants 
the old policy to continue in force for 
while, theoretically, the surrender 
charge takes care of the expense of a 
lapsed policy, the company actually 
loses, and from all standpoints would 
Prefer to have the old policy continued. 

Loans Lead to Lapses 


Secretary Williams also discussed the 
question of loans and lapsed policies.

Mr. Huff explained his use of a chart 
which he said had been of inestimable 
value to him, the “deadly parallel,” he 
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ealls it. This is an analysis of a man’s 
income, showing how much he is spending 
for rent, food, clothes, amusements, va- 
cations, etc., and in another column he 
shows how much his wife and children 
would have for the same items on the in- 
come whiqh he is leaving to them. It 
brings home in a very concrete way just 
what the reduced income is going to mean 
to the family, in the way of necessities, 
comforts and lack of comforts. 
Applies Coinsurance Clause 

Mr. Huff also makes an interesting ap- 
plication of the fire insurance “80 percent 
co-insurance clause” to life insurance, par- 
ticularly in work with merchants. The 
coinsurance clause is attached to fire 
policies, and on account of it the assured 
gets a reduction in rate for carrying in- 
surance to 80 percent of value, and car- 
ries his own insurance for any amount by 
which he falls short. Mr. Huff points out 
that a merchant will carry from 70 to 100 
percent insurance on his stock whereas 
on his life, which is of vastly greater im- 
portance to his business, and on which, he 
cannot have only a partial loss, he carries 
a much smaller amount of insurance to 
value. 

Talk by Mrs. H. C. Weaver 

Mrs. H. C. Weaver of Dallas, Texas, 
was the only lady agent attending the 
convention, and President Clark called 
on her to tell how a lady gets applica- 
tions. Mrs. Weaver thought it was harder 
for a woman to write a man’s insurance 
than it would be fora man. Mrs. Weaver 
has a charming Southern drawl. “Far be 
it from a woman to tell a real man what 
he ought to do.” Mrs. Weaver manages 
to get the applications in spite of the 
difficulties, however. She believes that 
the general agent can be of the greatest 
assistance to the agent by his encourage- 
ment and good cheer when things go 
wrong, telling a story of a man who 
rescued a child from a burning building. 
When he got the ladder he lost his nerve, 
and it seemed that he wouldn’t be able 
to make it. One of the spectators yelled 
“Cheer him, boys, cheer him.” And the 
cheer did it; the nerve came back, and 
the child was brought through to safety. 

The use of advertising in securing ap- 
plications was discussed. It was gener- 
ally admitted that advertising is valu- 
able, but only in preparing the way for 
the solicitor. If a company’s strong 
points are well known to a community, 
the work of the solicitor is made much 
easier, and a number of the Union Central 
general agents are making use of their 
local newspapers and circular advertising, 
bulletins, etc.

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Some Early Figures on 1913 Records 


Statements and Preliminary Announcements Show Life Companies Gen- 
erally Made Substantial Increases on New Business During Y ear 
as Compared to Accomplishments of 1912 


While most life companies have an- 
nounced the amount of insurance writ- 
ten for the year 1913 and some have 
gotten out round number summarized 
statements a few have put out com- 
plete Dec. 31, 1913, statements. Among 
these are the Continental Life of Dela- 
ware, Columbus Mutual Life of Colum- 
bus, O., and Provident Life & Trust. As 
usual, the latter company had full page 
advertisements displaying its annual 
figures in the Philadelphia papers of 
Jan. 1, 1914. The New York Life sent 
out a round number summary on the 
last day of the year, getting the infor- 
mation into the hands of its agents on 
that day or the first working day of the 
new year. While the year did not 
mark, probably, as many phenomenal 
increases in amount of business paid 
for as did the year 1912, nearly all 
companies will show substantial gains. 


The annual statement of the Conti- 
nental Life of Wilmington, Del., shows 
excellent conditions and very favorable 
increases. The insurance in force is 
$11,765,651, an increase of $2,530,000. 
The net earnings for the year after 
payment of policy dividends are $54,- 
201. The dividends to stockholders 
amount to $27,033. Balance carried to 
surplus is $27,168, and the premium on 
stock issued during the year is $41,560, 
making total increase in surplus of $68,- 
728. The renewal premiums were $213.- 
628 and the new premiums $88,168. The 
total income, including premium on 
stock, was $370,183.

Threatens Revocations 


Commissioner J. S. Darst of West 
Virginia has threatened through the 
department bulletin to revoke licenses 
of agents who abuse the “cash with 
application” system of selling life in- 
surance. He lays down the following 
rules which should be followed in his 
state: 


An agent taking cash or note with ap- 
plication should immediately return it to 
the applicant upon notice that the appli- 
cation is refused, or, if for any reason, 
the policy is not issued and delivered ac- 
cording to contract. 

If a note is. taken it should not be dis- 
counted until the policy is delivered. 

The failure of an agent to promptly re- 
turn the premium to the applicant under 
the circumstances above stated will be 
construed as evidence of such “untrust- 
worthjness” as to render him liable to 
revocation of license.

Editorial Comment 





THINGS ARE LOOKING UP 

Tue last two weeks of the old year 
and the first few days of the new 
brought some large life policies into 
most of the larger life insurance offices. 
For several months large policies have 
been almost as scarce as fresh eggs. 
And life men, like most business men, 
knew times were not just what they 
should have been. The stream of small 
policies kept up during the little touch 
of financial stringency which the coun- 
try suffered but big business men were 
not buying life insurance as they had 
been doing during the several years of 
prosperity that followed the panic of 
1907. 

But the tariff bill failed to overwork 
the sheriff and the currency measure 
closed no banking portals and Ameri- 
can business men immediately made 
New Year’s resolutions two weeks 
ahead of the coming of 1914. 

As a result life insurance immediately 
perked up. Now there is nothing on 
the horizon to cause anyone to predict 
anything but a year of big accomplish- 
ments in the life insurance business. 





PERSISTENT WORK 

One of the company papers takes a clip- 
ping from a newspaper, which reads as 
follows: “One hit is good, but steady 
hitting in advertising is what wins. The 
merchant who fights all along the line day 
in and day out always achieves success.” 

This little bit of philosophy should be 
taken to heart by every life insurance man 
in the field. Most of us are too desultory 
in our work. We get up enthusiasm. in 
our attempt to achieve a certain thing 
and then it dies out. We are prone to 
bolster up our bad record with many ex- 
cuses, but when we get right down to the 
ground floor, we find that we have not 
been steady hitters. We have not been 
systematic and persistent in our work. The 


‘man who makes his licks count every day 


regardless of atmospheric conditions and 
notwithstanding the business situation, is 
the one who reaps the reward in the end. 

Many insurance companies fail to ap- 
preciate the value of the accumulative ef- 
fect of advertising. They go at the sub- 
ject in a spasmodic way. They will ad- 
vertise for awhile and then quit. They do 
not see the worth of steady, continuous 
publicity. They do not realize the fact 
that the best advertised commercial pro- 
ducts are those that continue to advertise. 

The man who does not have enough 
working hours during the day to complete 
all his tasks, who is busy every minute, 
who pounds away at his work under all 
conditions is building up habits of indus- 
try that will count. After all we devote 
more time to our work, or should devote 
more time to it, than any other feature of 
our lives. Work is the grandest educator 
in human experience. You can read the 
character of a person by looking at the 
results of his work. 

Work is not a punishment but a provi- 
dential gift. Without work the world and 
the men and women in it would amount to 
but little. A man in this world only ful- 
fils his destiny through work. How he 
goes ai his daily toil, the habits that he 
forms in his every day life are all char- 
acter builders. The interest and enthusi- 





asm we put into our labor, the care we 
give to it, the accuracy, the artistic 
touches, the service we render, the com- 
pleteness with which we accomplish our 
tasks, the faithfulness that we show, the 
sincerity of our motives, the honesty of 
our mind, the earnest and continuous en- 
deavor ; all these and many more are sim- 
ply qualities that determine the results 
of our lives. 

Even the most humble occupation is 
judged by the manner in which the work 
is done. There is poetry, beauty and vigor 
in every variety of human toil. The in- 
surance man is engaged in one of the 
great human tasks, and the world is going 
to judge him by the manner in which he 
goes at it.

INTERESTING DATA 

Some of the life companies in mak- 
ing an investigation of their mortality 
have found out that the highest mor- 
tality is found on brokerage risks, or 
what might be termed nonagency busi- 
ness. The next highest mortality is 
on business produced by part time 
men. The most favorable mortality is 
on business placed by those who are 
giving all their time to a company. 
The brokerage business which shows 
the highest mortality comes from those 
who feel that the risk may not be 
accepted in their own companies, or 
from those who occasionally run 
across a stray risk and bring it in. 
In all these cases those producing the 
business have no personal interest in 
the company. Their sole idea is to get 
the risk accepted, and hence are not 
very conscientious in presenting the 
full facts. 

The agents who give all their time to 
a company are the ones most inter- 
ested in its welfare, and who use the 
best judgment and highest degree of 
conscientious endeavor in their work. 
These are what might be termed agents 
of quality.

The quintet 
got together $500, purchased some of- 
fice furniture, had some policies printed 
and began selling them. They wrote 
themselves first then went out and 
wrote some others, and the history of 
the company from $500 of assets in 1894 
to over eleven millions in 1913 is al- 
most a romance. The company was a 
pioneer in the advisory board con- 
tract field and was one of the first to 
discard these contacts when they came 
to be regarded as objectionable. Mr. 
Coffin is a lawyer, is experienced in 
advertising methods, and his energy in 
a “follow up’ campaign was well il- 
lustrated by his handling of the mat- 
ter of cooperation between the Amer- 
ican Life Convention, the Association 
of Life Insurance Presidents and the 
National Convention of Insurance Com- 
missioners. He is high in the coun- 
cils of the American Life Convention 
and is regarded as the logical successor 
to its presidency. 


Perry A. Ballard, former insurance 
commissioner of Oklahoma, who is now 
general agent of the Federal Life for 
Missouri and Kansas, was married in 
Oklahoma City recently to Miss Nan- 
nie Gwin, a stenographer in the Okla- 
homa insurance department when Bal- 
lard was commissioner, and more re- 
cently with the Federal Life. They 
will make their home in Kansas City, 
where Mr. Ballard now has his head- 
quarters. 


C. W. Jacobs of Jacksonville, IIl., 
who is president of the Green Signal 
Club, or the home state agency organ- 
ization of the Illinois Life, has made a 
remarkable success since he entered the 
life insurance field. Mr. Jacobs was 
principal of the schools at Morton, IIl. 
Early in 1913 an Illinois Life man 
wrote him and later on succeeded in 
getting him for a helper. When school 
let out last spring he spent the summer 
in active solicitation and by Sept. 1 
had made so good a record that he was 
offered the management of the Jack- 
sonville agency and in nine months 
had qualified for the presidency of the 
Green Signal Club. : 

Mr. Jacobs has a pleasing personality 
and has already given proof of being 
a successful life insurance man. 


Karl B. Korrady, assistant agency 
manager of the Illinois Life, and in 
that capacity the right hand man ol 
Vice-President R. W. Stevens, during 
the twenty years he has been connected 
with the company, has developed rap- 
idly, and is in every sense a self-made 
man. 

As a youngster he was a bell boy in 
Charles A. Stevens & Bros.’ depart- 
ment store in Chicago. Mr. Korrady 
refers to his occupation then as an 
“annunciator,” but translated into Eng- 
lish he was a bell boy. He was taken 
to the home office of the Illinois Life 
in 1893, and was general utility boy 
about the office. Later on he became a 
clerk and was promoted through the 
office to the position of cashier. Then 
he took a whirl in the agency depart- 
ment and soon demonstrated his pecu- 
liar ability as an agency man. He 1s 
in close touch with the agency forces, 
and is editor of the last page of the 
Illinois Life bulletin, which has. often 
brought out his journalistic ability. 

The agents of the company feel he 
is their friend and he is liked by all. 
Mr. Korrady was related to the late 
James G. Blaine, his middle name being 
“Blaine.”

TURNS OVER SECURITIES 





Kansas City -_ Adds to the State De- 
sit Puyd 





Earl F. Nelson, chief deputy super- 
intendent of insurance of Missouri, was 
in Kansas City last week on official 
business. Col. Fred. W. Fleming, vice- 
President of the Kansas City Life, de- 
livered to him $365,342.50 in high grade 
bonds, which increased the guaranty 
tund of the company held by the state 
of Missouri for the security of policy- 
holders to more than $3,000,000. In: 
December, 1912, the Kansas City Life 
increased its guaranty fund by turning 
Over to the state, bonds amounting to 
$304,560; its March deposit was $213,- 


785 and its next largest deposit during 
1913 was in October, when securities 
amounting to $182,400 were delivered 
to the state. 


The stringent insurance laws of Mis- 
souri 


require Missouri companies to 





deposit the legal reserve on their out- 
standing insurance with the insurance 
department, for the security of policy- 
holders, and the state holds this fund 
as trustee for the sole benefit of the 
company’s patrons. The Kansas City 
Life has not only complied with this 
law, but has deposited with the state 
more than $250,000 in excess of the re- 
quirement of law. 


WILL BUY MORE MORTGAGES 
New York Life Opens a New Department 
in Chicago 








The New York Life is going in for 
middle western farm mortgages as as- 
sets on a more extensive scale. The 
company has been taking this class of 
securities during the past few years and 
seems pleased with results obtained 
thus far. To buy more extensively of 
the class a farm mortgage loan depart- 
ment was recently established at Chi- 
cago with three employes. The com- 
pany has now taken one of its most 
successful agency men out of the ranks 
of inspectors to take charge of this de- 
partment. Gilbert A. Smith, inspec- 
tor-at-large, with headquarters at San 
Francisco, has been relieved of all 
agency duties and will hereafter be lo- 
cated in Chicago, where he was for- 
merly located at agency manager, then 
departmental inspector and finally in- 
spector-at-large. 

To transfer a man from the agency 
end to financial work is, ordinarily un- 
usual, but in the case of Mr. Smith is 
not in the least extraordinary. He 
knows the middle west and he knows 
middle western real estate and middle 
western farm mortgages. He is one of 
the agency men who has invested his 
own earnings heavily in this class of 
property and security and his own 
earnings have not been inconsequential. 
He has always been a large personal 
writer. His system was to write enough 
business to make possible any invest- 
ment that looked particularly desirable 


| to him. 











The New York Life has not been 
known as a company that invested 
heavily in mortgages of any kind. Its 
long suit has been bonds and it holds 
bonds of various governments and of 
enterprises throughout the world. A few 
years back it began investing in farm 
mortgages. In true New York Life 
style it went into this line cautiously 
and conservatively. The company 
makes experiments on a modest, rather 
than an extensive scale. Last year at 
the annual meeting of agency directors 
and inspectors at Ormond, Fla., Presi- 
dent Darwin P. Kingsley spoke of the 
increased investment in mortgages and 
stated that the company would prob- 
ably go in more strongly for such se- 
‘urities. The establishment of the farm 
mortgage loan department at Chicago 
and the appointment of Mr. Smith *- 
manager mark important steps in the 
fulfillment of the prediction. 





Opposes Robertson Law 
In an address before the Oklahoma 
Association of Life Underwriters Ar- 
thur W. Pettit, assistant insurance com- 
missioner of Oklahoma, expressed his 
opposition to any legislation similar to 
that of the Robertson law in Texas or 
the state life fund scheme in Wiscon- 
sin. He said it would be a matter of 
profound regret and a mistake which 
should never be made by the people of 
Oklahoma if the legislature passes any 
law which calls for taking out of the 
hands of the life insurance companies 
the details of their business or for the 
performance by the state of any of the 

functions of these corporations.

New York Department Issues Memo- 
randum as to Treatment of Total 
Disability Clause 


The New York department has is- 
sued the following memorandum to life 
companies as to the accounting in re- 
spect to transactions from waiver of 
premiums on account of disability in- 
surance. 





Income. 

Item 19. Extra premiums for total 
and permanent disability benefits. This 
account is to be credited with all extra 
premiums received for the purpose men- 
tioned. 

Item 1l-a. Consideration for total and 
permanent disability claims allowed. This 
account is to be credited with the pres- 
ent value of future premiums waived in 
eases of disability. All credits to this 
accounts are debits to Item 3 of disburse- 
ments. 

Disbursements 


Item 3. For total and permanent dis- 
ability claims. This account is charge- 
able with the present value of the future 
premiums waived in cases of disability. 
All debits to this account are credits to 
Items 1l-a of income. 

Item 16-a. Premiums waived by com- 
pany on account of total and permanent 
disability. This account is chargeable 
with all premiums normally falling due 
under policies where payment of premium 
has been waived by the company on ac- 
count of disability. All debits to this 
account are credits to the appropriate pre- 
mium income account. 

Liabilities 


Item. 7. Extra reserve for total and 
permanent disability benefits. This ac- 
count is to be credited with the premium 
reserve on account of disability benefits | 
where the insured life is still active. 

Item 17. Claims for total and per- 
manent disability benefits. This account 
is to be credited with loss reserves, if | 
any, necessary to cover claims where no- | 
tice of disability has been received, but | 
where the claim is resisted or in process 
of adjustment. 

Item 9-a. Present value of future pre- | 

| 





miums waived on account of total and 
permanent disability. This account is to 
be credited with supplementary reserves 
covering the present value of future pre- |

On the last day of 1913 a contract 
was signed by which the business of 
the German National Life of Chicago 
is to be reinsured in the Northern 
States Life of Hammond, Ind. When 
the approval of the Illinois and Indiana 
departments is secured the deal will be 
consummated and the business trans- 
ferred. The business aggregates $1,000,- 
000 on which there is a reserve of $80,- 
000. The Northern States gets an ad- 
ditional payment of $8,000 to cover the 
anticipated excess mortality on the 
German National business. The excess 
mortality has been one of the serious 
handicaps of the German National 
since it began business in 1910. It was 
organized to take over the business of 
the German Mutual, an assessment con- 
cern which had business more than a 
half a century old. The new legal re- 
serve business was not sufficient nor 
was it profitable enough to take care 
of the excess mortality on the prede- 
cessor’s business. The German Na- 
tional has been on the market for some 
time and has been mentioned in many 
proposed reinsurance or merger deals. 
The owners always, however, held out 
for a higher price than was offered. The 
liquidation of the German National 
will give the stockholders about 80 per 
cent of their original investment with 
no interest. 





Gets a Million a Month 

Manager Darby A. Day, of the Mu- 
tual Life in Chicago, achieved his goal 
that he aimed at the first of 1912 when 
he determined to close the year with 
each month showing a million of busi- 
ness. The.entire writings on a paid 
for basis was $12,173,000.

Sentenced for Keeping Premiums 

Alonzo Young, Shelbyville, Ind., 
pleaded guilty in the circuit court to 
a charge of embezzelment of $38 pre- 
miums which he failed to turn in: to a 
life insurance company and was sen- 
tenced to two to fourteen‘years in the 
state prison, sentence suspended dur- 
ing good behavior. 





Interest in Dividends 

The Northwestern Mutual announces 
that dividends left to accumulate will 
during 1914 be allowed interest on the 
basis of 4.5 or 1% percent above the 
guaranteed rate. Similarly this is the 
rate of interest which will be assumed 
in increasing the payments under set- 
tlement options. 





New Loan Law 

All policies issued in Connecticut af- 
ter Jan. 1, 1914, must contain a pro- 
vision whereby at the option of the 
company the payment of a cash value 
or the consummation of a loan may be 
deferred for a period not exceeding 
sixty days. This is similar to the law 
in Minnesota which went into effect 
Sept. 1 last.

No Action on Circular 

No action has been taken by the 
Kansas department of Kansas, so far, 
in reference to a letter put out by 
the Bankers Life of Lincoln, which 
was complained of by President H. W. 
Allen of the Wichita Association of 
Life Underwriters. 

Lewis has a long letter from the 
home office of the company together 
with a copy of the circular but has 
not yet made a ruling. He declares, 


however, that he will probably forbid 
the use of the circular in question in 
Kansas. The circular showed the 
“saving” of premiums of a number of 
old line companies, headed by the 
Bankers. 





Must Show in the Tables 


The New York department has made 
the following ruling as to values: 


If a*life insurance policy contains a 
statement to the effect that after a cer- 
tain policy year there will be no surrender 
charge, that promise must be fulfilled by 
showing in the table of loan and sur- 
render values the full reserve in dollars 
and fractions of a dollar in the column 
of loan values for those years in which 
no surrender charge is made, and opposite 
such loan values in the column of paid-up 
extended insurance the full term of the 
extended insurance, in years, months and 
days, which the full reserve, applied as a 
single premium, will purchase according 
to the table of mortality and rate of in- 
terest adopted by the company. 





Wins Automobile Contest 


D. W. Wilkie, who went with the 
Chicago agency of the Reliance Life 
in November, won the company’s $1,- 
000 cash or $1,000 automobile contest 
for December with paid business of 
$180,000. In addition he won an execu- 
tive staff bonus and bonuses on a seven 
weeks’ rich reward race, bringing his 
earnings for the month up to $5,000. 





Dyrenforth With Illinois Life 


Harold Dyrenforth has resigned as 
vice-president of the Old Colony Life 
of Chicago and has made a general 
agency contract with the Illinois Life. 
He will have his office in the home of- 
fice of the company, Otis building, Chi- 
cago. Mr. Dyrenforth was formerly 
president of the Commercial Life of Chi- 
cago, which was merged with the Old 
Colony. At one time he was one of 
the star men of the New York Life in 
Chicago. His strength is along the line 
of personal production. 





IMPOSES CURIOUS REQUIREMENT 

A curious requirement has been im- 
posed upon the Guarantee Fund Life of 
Omaha, as a condition of its admission to 
Tennessee. The Nebraska law permits a 
company to take down its deposit in that 
state upon satisfactory proof that it is to 
be used for the purposes for which it was 
intended. Commissioner Taylor of Ten- 
nessee has therefore required the com- 
pany to file an instrument binding it to 
maintain in some state a deposit of not 
less than $100,000.

ment that desired a contract that would 

help the agents in the field. 

The Illinois Life next September will 
have attained the age of 21 years. It 
intends to celebrate this event at the 
home office when it will have its $100,- 
000 Club present, and it is out now on 
a campaign to have $75,000,000 in force 
by that time. The agents have pledged 
their support, and there is no doubt but 
that the company will attain its goal. 

The company is now issuing a total 
disability clause attached as a rider to 
all its policies that are not on the term 
plan or a combination term. This de- 
bars the disability clause from the re- 
turn premium policy and its new policy 
just announced. The agents voted at 
the meeting not to make the clause ret- 
roactive, and hence it:can only be used 
on policies after Jan. 1. It is a waiver 
of premium only, the company feeling 
that going beyond that point would take 
it into the accident business. 

FP. W. Potter a Speaker 

F. W. Potter, formerly Illinois insur- 
ance superintendent, and now the man- 
ager of the Association of Legal Re- 
serve Life Companies of Illinois, was 
present and made a talk in which he 
emphasized the point that investments 
of Illinois companies are fixed by law. 
All securities purchased must accord 
with the statutes. Hence policyholders 
are amply protected as to the character 
of investments life companies can hold. 

In speaking of the disability clause he 
stated that prior to 1911 no Illinois life 
company could write accident or health 
insurance, although life companies from 
other states were given this privilege 
provided their charters and amount of 
capital provided for it. He stated that 
the Illinois Life has gone as far as it 
legally can without crossing the line 
into accident insurance. He stated that 
he regarded the Illinois Life’s clause 
strictly in accord with the Illinois law 
and one that is fair and equitable. 

Need Not Submit to Perjury 

The policyholder who seeks to have 
the disability clause put into effect is 
not called upon to perjure himself, as 
he would have to in many. other clauses 
now in use. In the Illinois Life clause 
he merely has to state that presumably 
he will be totally and permanently 
disabled. In some of the other clauses 
he has to swear that he will be totally 
and permanently disabled, but that if 
he ever recovers so that he can carry 
on any gainful occupation, the clause 
becomes inoperative. Mr. Potter con- 
demned very emphatically disability

clauses with no age limit, stating that 





they were dangerous in that after the 
age of 60 the hazard of total disability 
is greater, and when a policyholder be- 
comes quite old he automatically is 
totally disabled. 
Cc. W. Jacobs Is President 

The meeting was called to order by 
O. H. Gabel of Aurora, retiring presi- 
dent of the club, who introduced ‘the 
new president, C. W. Jacobs, of Jack- 
sonville. Mr. Jacobs has only been in 
the business nine months, but in that 
time has made a great record, enabling 
him to make the club presidency. The 
first vice-president is J. F. Switzer of 
Sheldon; the second vice-president, G. 
H. Doerfler of Joliet, the third vice- 
president, J. E. Higgins of Odell. The 
club voted to change its qualifications 
for president and vice-presidents. Here- 
after the Illinois agent producing the 
largest volume of business becomes 
president; the one securing the largest 


number of applications being first vice- 


president; the one securing the second 
largest volume being second vice-presi- 
dent, and the one having the second 
largest number of applications being 
third vice-president. 

At the close of the business meeting 
a number of Illinois managers were 
called on, as were J. C. Tumlin, mana- 
ger for Georgia; W. B. Davis of Kan- 
sas City, manager of the southwest de- 
partment and T. J. Henderson of Grand 
Rapids, manager of Michigan. 

Banquet in the Evening 


In the evening a banquet was held 
with Vice-President R. W. Stevens as 
toastmaster. The feature of the even- 
ing was an illustrated lecture on “Rural 
Life in England and Scotland,” by F. 
Wright Neumann, which was most en- 
joyable. There was special music and 
the banquet closed with some impromp- 
tu talks by President J. W. Stevens, 
F. W. Potter, C. W. Jacobs, Harold 
Dyrenforth, who has just joined the 
forces of the company; J. C. Tumlin, 
E. J. Hutchinson of Champaign and 
others. Mr. Potter in his banquet talk 
spoke of the grandeur of life insurance 
and urged a deep seated loyalty on the 
part of agents, so that they would be- 
lieve in themselves, have an abiding 
faith in their company and its officers. 
He cautioned men about making fre- 
quent changes, stating-that it is a great 
advantage to a man in his community 
to be identified with one company for a 
long period of time. One of the mis- 
takes that an agent makes is to be flop- 
ping from one company to another. He 
urged the agents to send to the insur- 
ance department at Springfield, Ill., for 
the annual life reports, so that they can 
have full information about their own 
company and others.
